Monday.—In presenting in the Senate a 
m em orial Draying for changes in the inter 
state com m erce law Mr. Plum b expressed 
his conviction th a t some very drastic 
am endm ents to th a t law would be necessary. 
Among the bills reported from com m it­ 
tees and placed on the calendar was the 
House bill to create* a departm ent of agri­ 
culture. 
Mr. Fry©, from the com m ittee on com­ 
m erce, rerorted back the river and harbor 
appropriation bill. He s ated th at it appro­ 
priated 821,388.730. boing 81,783,000 more 
than the bill contained as it came from the 
House. 
Mr. Jones of A rkansas addressed the Sen­ 
ate ’n reply to some rem arks m ade by Mr. 
Stew art last week on the veto question, par­ 
ticularly those referring to certain land 
titles in California. 
Mr. Stew art had tho floor, sustaining the 
course ho took last week in regard to the 
California land titles, w hen th e Senate 
w ent into executive session. 
The Senate continued in secret session 
till 5 o'clock. Then tho doors were re­ 
opened. and tne Senate proceeded (still in 
executive sess on) to vote on tn e following 
resolution, w hich was agreed to w ithout a 
division: 
Resolved. T h at the injunction of secrecy 
be rem oved from all th e proceedings of th e 
Senate in r Terence to the treaty w ith G reat 
B ritain now under consideration. 
Mr. Frye arose to address the Senate op 
the pending treaty, but the Senate ad 
joum ed, no announcem ent Doing niado as 
to w hether tho form al opening on Tuesday 
would be in executive or in legislative 
session. Partisan “ T it for T a t.’* 
Mr. Plum b of Illinois introduced in the 
House, by request, a bill tor refunding the 
public debt. 
Tbe House then w ent into a com m ittee of 
the whole on th e legidative, executive and 
Judicial appropriation bill. 
In speaking to a verbal am endm ent, Mr. 
K err of Iowa com m ented on civil service re­ 
form as practised by the Dem ocratic party, 
and sent to the clerk ’s desk and had road a 
circular letter to Federal officeholders in 
Iowa, w ritten by the se rotary ot the Demo­ 
cratic S tate com m ittee of iowa, asking for 
voluntary contributions. 
He hoped that 
the m ugw um ps of New York would take 
notice of this letter. 
Mr. W eaver of Iowa could not see any 
harm in a fjtate com m ittee asking for vol­ 
untary contributions from officeholders. It 
woe not so bad as the pi active of th e Re- 
Eublican party in dem anding such contri- 
utions. 
Mr. Cannon was glad th a t gentlem en had 
begun to "talk out in m eeting.’’ and he 
com m ented on w hat he characterized the 
hypocrisy of th e Dem ocratic party, from 
executive down, in regard to civil service 
reform . 
Mr, Compton of M aryland m ade a counter 
charge of hypocrisy against the Republican 
party, 
A fter com pleting th e consideration of AO 
of the HO pages o f the bill, th e com m ittee 
Terne. 
Mr. Townshend of Illinois, from th e com­ 
m ittee on m ilitary affairs, reported the 
arm y appropriation bill and it was referred 
to the com m ittee of the whole. Adjourned. 
Frye on Flail. 
T u e sd a y .—Four veto messages w ere re ­ 
ceiv ed from the President, one disapprov­ 
ing of a bill approi H ating 875,000 for a 
public building at Youngstown, 0 „ and 
three disapproving of pension bills. 
Mr. M anderson, from the com m ittee on 
piilitary affairs, reported the bill to revive 
the grade cf general of the U nited States 
Briny. 
He asked unanim ous consent to 
have the bill now considered. 
Mr. Berry objected, and th e bill was 
placed on tho calendar. 
Mr. Frye then proceeded to address the 
Senate. 
A fter explaining th a t 
he had 
©qui; ped him self for a discussion w ithin 
closed doors, and asking the indulgence of 
tile Senate and of the people for inadequate 
preparation, he said: 
Tile quaition before the Senate was not a 
trifling one. It inc o h ed the dignity and 
honor of the great republic and the rights 
of citizens. It could not be belittled by talk 
of localization, by charg ng th a t it con­ 
cerned only a New England industry of but 
little 
acco u n t; 
th a t Yankee fisherm en 
alone were interested; th at the wrongs to 
I e righted were only upon the n orth­ 
east. 
lr 
could 
not 
be obscured 
by 
the President of th e U nited States in ­ 
tim ating that, in the event of the failure of 
the treaty, be would reso rtto th e law which 
Congress had passel! in such a way as 
shou d p u tin jiopaidv, and m ight destroy, 
all tho business iire ie sts of the great North. 
He declared th a t this powerful republic had 
utterly neglected the rights of the fisher­ 
men. W hen the w ar for independence was 
over, we m et to framo a treaty of peace, and 
there were m en in the land who loved th e’r 
country and who secured in th a t treaty of 
peace provision for tho rights of tho repub­ 
lic. Na;’, more, G reat B ritain had acc orded 
ps the right of fishing on the Grand Banks 
and other banks, over which site had no 
more control than over the m idocean. Since 
our victorious w ar of 1812. tne United 
States had grown in power and im portance, 
and had grown iran ens iv as to her m ar­ 
kets. 
G reat B ritain and Canada looked at 
those m arkets w th avaricious eyes and de­ 
term ined to possess them . 
There was no 
hesitation, no question of rights, or decency, 
or hospitality. 
U nder the treaty of 1854, 
known as the reciprocity treat. , we were 
perm itted to fish w ithin their w aters and 
they w ithin our waters, and they wore per­ 
m itted free entry to our m arkets tor their 
fish, and they thus had all they wanted. 
R evivlnv the tirade of Oenoral. 
A recess of half an hour was here taken, 
after which th e bdl to revive the grade of 
general in the U nited States arm y was 
taken up and passed—yens, 34; nays, 7—the 
negative voles being given by Senators 
Berry. Coke, H arris, Reagan, Salisbury, 
Vance and W ilson of M aryland. 
[’H ie bill enacts th at the grade of lieuten­ 
ant-general of the arm y is hereby discon­ 
tinued and is m erged in the grade of the 
army of th e U nited States, w hich grade 
ahull continue during the lifetim e of the 
present Jieutem nt-general 
of th e arm y, 
after w hich such grade shall also cease: 
and the President of the U nited States is 
hereby authorized to appoint, w ith th e ad­ 
vice and consent of the Senate, a general of 
the arm y of th e U nited States. The pay 
and allowance of the general are to be the 
same as heretofore allowed for th at grade.] 
At the close of Air. F rye’s speech Mr. Gray 
obtained the floor to m ake a speech upon 
the treaty, but its further consideration was 
postponed till Monday, June ll . 
The m otion to postpone until December 
next was entered by Mr. Morgan and is now 
pending. 
Motions to publish th e proceedings ic ex­ 
ecutive session (past and I atm e) in the 
Congressional Record were also m ade and 
agreed to. 
The Senate then proceeded to executive 
business and a few m om ents afterw ard ad­ 
journed until Thursday. 
Dry Work and a “ Count Out.” 
Im m ediately after the reading of tho 
journal the House w ent into com m ittee of 
the whole. Mr. Blount, of Georgia in the 
chair, on the legislative, executive and ju ­ 
dicial appropriation bill. 
The consideration of the bill consumed 
the rem ainder of the afternoon, no m aterial 
changes being made in it. The com m ittee 
finally rose and reported th dbill aud am end­ 
m ents to tile House. 
Mr. Holm an of Indiana dem anded a 
sei arate vote on the am endm ent increasing 
the clerical force cf the civil service com­ 
mission. 
Tho vote resulted 37 to 66, and th e point 
of ‘ no quorum ’’ was m ade; thereupon the 
House adjourned until Tim sday.

After some unim portant business the con­ 
ference rep* rt on the bill to establish a de­ 
ntin arent of 
labor was 
presented and 
agreed to. The Hen ’to then proceeded lo 
the consideration of Senate hill to quiet 
title of settlers on the Dos Moines river 
lands in iowa.

Alter a long debat \ in which Messrs W il­ 
son of Iowa and Berry favored, and Mr. 
Et arts opnos cl. tho bill, the m easure was 
passed—yeas. 28; nays, 11. 
A fter the passage of various other bills, 
the Senate held a brief executive session, 
and then adjourned. 
L u m b e r for Platform T im b e r. 
Inrthe House Mr. O’Neill of Missouri pre­ 
sented the conference report on his bill to 
create a d ep artm ent of labor, which was ac­ 
cepted, and the bill passed in substantially 
the same shape as it cam e from the Senate. 
The House then proceeded to consider th e 
report of tho com m ittee of the whole on 
the legislative appropriation bill. 
The first amomum ut upon which a divi­ 
sion was dem anded was th at increasing the 
clerical lore 
of the civil servile com in is- 
si* n, which wns adopted by a vote of 50 to 
5. The bill was then recom m itted to the 
appropriation c< rn nittoe. 
The committee* were called for reports, 
and then on motion of Mr. Mills, and w ith­ 
out a negative voice. the House wont lino 
com m ittee of the whole for th e considera­ 
tion of th e-ariff bill. 
, 
, 
The chairm an announced th at the hill 
would be considered for am endm ents under 
the five-m inute rule, 
Mr. Adams of Illinois offered an am end­ 
m ent to m ake the bill tak e effect Jan. I 
next, instead of July I. 
Mr. W eaver of Iowa protested against any 
action th at would tasten the lum ber tru st 
upon the farm er and tot) the consum er. 
Mr. B arker of New York offered an am end­ 
m ent proposing to substitute Nov. 30,1889, 
for tho date given in the section. 
No fu rth er am endm ents to the paragraph 
being in order, a vote was taken on Mr. 
P arker’s am endm ent, resulting in its refec­ 
tion by a vote of yeas 89, nays 134. 
The 
Democrat* applauded the announcem ent of 
the vc to. 
Mr. Boutelle proposed to m ake tho date 
in Mr. Adam s’ am endm ent 1890 instead cf 
1889. He said th a t the result of the lum ­ 
ber tariff was shown in tho fact that lum ber­ 
men on this side of the line recd zed from 
25 to 40 per cent, better wages than were 
pail! bn tbe Canadian side. The am end­ 
m ent was re ed ed . 
After a running debate upon the question 
of placing lum ber on the free list, Mr. Mills 
asked th at debate ou the section be closed, 
but objection was m ade, and he moved that 
the com m ittee rise. This prevailed by a 
a vote ny tellers of 122 to 83 (the Republi­ 
cans solidly opposing tho motion) and the 
com m ittee rose. 
Mr. Randall of Pennsylvania reported the 
legislative appropriation bill as am ended 
by the appropriation com m ittee (the blank 
salaries being tilled :n), and asked to have 
it im m ediately considered. 
Mr. Peters of Kansas m ade the point of 
order against the bill th at it m ust be again 
considered in com m ittee of the whole, but 
was overruled. 
Mr. McKinley of Ohio and Mr. Rpinola of 
New York 
who held a report from the 
m ilitary com m ittee, sought to secure con­ 
sideration lur th e bill to revive the rank of 
general of the arm y. to be filled by Lieu­ 
tenant-G eneral 
Sheridan, 
but objection 
was m ade by Mr. Kilgore of Tennessee 
anil other Democrats, aud the House ad- 
ourned pending a division on a motion 
to table Mr. 
P eters’ 
appeal 
from the 
ruling of tho chair on his point of order. 
In d in n Affairs Discussed. 
Friday.—D uring the consideration of the 
Indian appropriation bill in tho Senate to­ 
day, and w hile th e subject of education of 
Indian children in A laska was being dis­ 
cussed. Mr. Blair sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read a letter from an Indian woman 
who, ho said, had been a delegate to the re­ 
cent w om an’s convention in W ashington, 
and was a descendant of a M ohawk Indian. 
The letter wa - dated from Kalam azoo, and 
was signed "Princess Siropua.” 
In it the 
princess contrasts tho condition of tho 
Indians in Canada and in the U nited States, 
m uch to th e advantage of the former. 
In fu rth er discussion of the sam e subject, 
participated in by Senators Plum b, Dawes 
and Blair, the latter spoke of th e progress 
made by the civilized tribes in the Indian 
Territory and (as proof of it) m entioned the 
fact th at newspapers published th ete con­ 
tained as m uch civilized blackguardism 
and criticism as the m etropolitan news­ 
papers did. 
Mr. Dawes intim ated th a t the live civil­ 
ized tribes had reached a certain grade of 
civilization and had stopped there, if they 
had not retrograded. 
Mr. Blair interpreted the rem arks of Mr. 
Dawes as indicating th a t the Indian was to 
be eventually exterm inated, by w ar or by 
peace, if he was to rem ain in contact w ith 
the w hite men at all. 
Mr. Dawes adm itted th a t on any theory 
it was absolutely certain th at the Indian 
as an Indian was to disappear from this 
country. The Indian had to be m ade a 
self supporting citizen of the United States, 
or he would certainly becomo a vagabond 
savage tram p. T h at was the alternative. 
Even the present condition of things in the 
Indian T erritory (attractive as they seemed 
to th e senator from New Ham pshire) could 
not continue. 
A colloquy took place betw eeu Senators 
Plum b and Bate in regard to the adm inis­ 
tration of th e office of the com m issioner of 
indian affairs. 
Mr. Blair said he had seen it stated in the 
newspapers th a t th e Catholic church had 
an undue influence in the m atter of Indian 
schools on reservations, and lie asked Mr. 
Dawes w hat tru th there tvas in such a 
statem ent. 
Mr. Dawes replied th a t th e Interior De­ 
partm ent m ade contracts w ith associations 
or individuals for the education of a certain 
num ber of Indian scholars- some at 8108 
and some at 8158 per annum —and th at 
there h asbeen a good deal of com plaint 
th at the Catholic denom ination got a p re­ 
dom inant share of these scholars. He a t­ 
trib u te d , this, however, not to any special 
favor, b ut to the fact th at tho Catholic 
church had a bureau in W ashington whose 
duty it was to look out for opportunities to 
m ake contracts for the education of indian 
children. Finally the bill was passed. Ad­ 
journed. 
“ Poverty Protection W ealth.” 
In the House the Senate bill to revive the 
ran k of general of tbe arm y, for th e benefit 
of Lieutenant-G eneral Sheridan, was passed 
after some obstinate opposition on tho part 
of two Southern representatives, and th reat­ 
ened filibustering against any other busi­ 
ness. 
The parliam entary difficulties in the way 
of the legislative appropriation bill were 
then overcome, and the bill passed w ith the 
blank salaries tilled in, as it was reported 
from the appropriation com m ittee. 
The House then w ent into com m ittee of 
th e whole on the tariff bill. 
Af lei; a short debate, the question was put 
on Mr. Adam s’ am endm ent to substitute 
Jan. 2. 1889, for July I. 1888, as the date of 
application of the free list, and it was de­ 
feated—yeas 81, nays 118. 
Mr. Baker of New York presented his 
am endm ent to exclude Canadian goods 
from th e free list w henever the governm ent 
of th at country imposes a duty on Am eri­ 
can goods of sim ilar nature. Rejected. 
T his concluded the consideration of the 
first paragraph, five lines of the bill, and 
the clerk read "tim ber, hewn and saw n,and 
tim ber used 
for spars and in building 
w harves” (the first article on the free list’. 
Mr. O uthw aite of Ohio defended the cor­ 
rectness of tho figures quoted by h rn yester­ 
day illustrative of the profits of the lum ber 
business. They applied to sawed lum ber, 
he said, and showed th at the wage-earner 
received 87 out of SJO worth of product, 
the capitalist taking the rem aining $13. 
Mr. Boutelle of M aine said th a t the gen­ 
tlem an (Outhwaite) had fallen into tile 
error of assum ing in his calculations th at a 
lum berm an worked all the year, instead of 
three or four m onths, as he did. 
Mr. G uenther knew som ething about the 
lum ber business, and declared th a t the 
action of th e m ajority in putting lum ber on 
tbe free list was one of gross injustice and 
m eant destruction to the business. 
Mr. Boutelle cited figures to show the 
difference in wages in favor of this country 
as com pared w ith Canada, and asserted 
th at the laborer of Maine received seven- 
eighths of th e value of the logs as they 
were delivered at tbe m ills. 
Mr. Wilson of M innesota dem anded th at 
the representatives irom the N orthw est tell 
th e House whv poverty should protect 
w ealth. No industry in America was mak- 
ingm oney as rapidly as the lum ber industry, 
Mr. Read of Maine m ainta lied th a t values 
had increased in this country because of its 
prosperity. 
He had occasion, tim e and 
tim e again, to po u t out the tw isted ideas of 
th e gentlem an on the other side. The whole 
country showed prosperity under the pro­ 
tective system , and it m attered not how 
m uch a m an m ade in an industry. The. 
people w anted to keep tho lum ber trade 
here, 
Mr. Mills suggested th a t iii view of the fact 
th a t the two I lies which had been under 
consideratirn all day concerned an Item 
th at lr d y!eidert b” t $198.30 in revenue last 
year. the paragra* Ii be passed over. 
Tile request being re;used, the com m ittee 
rose, and, pending a decision upon Mr.Mil s’ 
m otion to Inuit, to lo m inutes further de­ 


bate upon the paragraph, the House took a 
lecess until 8 o’clock. 
At the evening recess th e House passed 
12 private peusii n bills. 
Free Lumber Clauses. 
S a t u r d a y —The agricultural appropria­ 
tion bill, after having I een read by sections 
in com m ittee of the whole, was passed in 
the House today. 
The House then w ent into com m ute of 
the whole on the Mills bill. 
The am endm ent under consideration was 
to strike Lorn the tree list tim ber hewn and 
sawed, and tim ber 
used tor spars and 
*\ harves. 
Mr. Randall of Pennsylvania, addressing 
the House, said th a t it should be the object 
of the House to fix the tariff at a rate just 
high enough to cover tile difference in 
wages of lum berm en in this country and 
Canada, and he l oped th at tile duty would 
be t i e d as in his bill, a t i s per cent, ad 
valorem. 
Mr. Randall m oved to strike out the para­ 
graphs ami 
insert "tim ber not fu rth er 
m anufactured than hi w’n, squared 
and 
sided,” but lilts am endm ent was rejected 
without a division, ami the second p ara­ 
graph of the bill, “tim ber squared and 
I sided,” was read. 
Mr. Barrow s of Michigan read statem ents 
! to show the im portance of the hun! er m- 
! dustry which it was, he said, proposed to 
strike down. He said th at 890.000,000 was 
i paid to the lab o u rs in this industry, tile 
third largest iii the country, n one year, 
Mr. Cox of New Ye rk said th a t these m en 
were alm ost millionnaices, men who had 
! m ade Hie forests of M ichigan alm ost a cal­ 
cined desolation. On this point he was a 
protectionist—he w anted to protect the 
forests of t be United S tates from the axe. 
He wanted to protect our forests against a 
i tariff which offered a prem ium to selfish 
people to cut them down, leaving scars 
and w ast© places, and breeding places for 
m alaria. 
The com m ittee rose to lim it debate to IO 
m inutes, but the Republicans refused to 
vote, leaving the House w ithout a quorum . 
Finally a compromise was reached on 40 
m inutes’ debate, and the House again w ent 
into com m ittee of the w hole. 
Mr. G uenther of W isconsin predicted th a t 
the Dem ocratic party, if it passed this hill, 
would go to tiiat place paved w ith good in­ 
tentions, where every lim b end knot of tim ­ 
ber would be used, not to raise the revenue, 
but to raise th e tem perature to at least six 
hundred degrees above zero. (Laughter.) 
The Mills bill carried an average .duty of 
32 per cent., and tho lum ber tariff averaged 
only 18 per cent., and he appealed to the 
House not to single out and destroy this 
poorly protected industry. 
Debate on tho pending paragraph expir­ 
ing, the am endm ent to strike it out was re­ 
jected by yeas (ll, nays 101. 
The third paragraph in the bill, "W ood 
unnianufaotureU not special lyenum eratod or 
provided for,” was then read and taken up 
for cons deration. 
Mr. Rayne of Pennsylvania m oved to 
strike it out. 
After some debate th e com m ittee rose, 
leaving Mr. Bavne’s am endm ent pending, 
and the House adjourned.

And strung lip to the Prison Porch— 
Andrew Orandstaff, a W isconsin 
Desperado, Meets a Horrible D e a th . 
R ic h l a n d C e n tr e , Wis., Juno 2.—An­ 
drew Grandstaff, a young local desperado, 
was captured last night and confessed to 
the crim e of killing old Reuben Drake, his 
wrife and I wo grandchildren. At a late 
hour 1000 determ ined men surrounded the 
jail, but the authorities refused to give up 
the prisoner. Tbe barricades we e then 
broken down and tim officers were over 
§ owered. Au hour was spent in breaking 
own the steel cage, and then the prisoner 
lought w ith desperate fury against the 
mob th at s ught lo enter. 
The struggle had not lasted long when he 
was taken < ut, bound hand and foot, led to 
the porch below and hanged. Before he 
was strung up G randstaff pleaded m ost pit­ 
eously for m ercy. LI s face was covered 
w ith blood, having been terribly mangled 
while tho steel cage was being battered 
down. His executioners tortured him iii a 
most brutal m anner. W hen the w retch was 
nearly dead thev lowered him to rite ground 
in order to prolong his agony. He was 30 
m inutia in this terrible condition before 
life was extinct. His lifeless body was not 
cut down until this m orning.

who had been very little out of the State in 
tile whole course of his life, sa id : 
"Do you know that ono ot the benefits of 
tbe civil war was to teach us down here 
the finer qualm* a in those Y ankees? Be­ 
fore the war we thought thev were all ped­ 
dlers and cared for nothing but to p:ck up a

One of tho anom alies of St. Louis is the 
fact that, with an enorm ous Democratic 
m ajority in the State, the principal news­ 
paper is Republican and is in general the 
party organ; and, oddly enough, it is called 
the Democrat, or the Globe-Democrat. I 
m et Mr. Houser, its publisher, who re­ 
ferred to a recent change in tho nam e of 
the old Republican, which after 80 years of 
publication altered its title to Republic, and 
passed into the hands of another corpora­ 
tion. Mr. K napp said thai he thought the 
Change politic because down in Texas 
people could not be induced to subscribe 
to a Dem ocratic paper w n h the title of 
Rcpublcan.

I was told that fo>' a tim e -Scott's in­ 
come on this coal alone was 175,000 a 
m onth.

so m any years. Mr. Scott has no business to 
he m aking platform s about trusts and in­ 
equalities of fortune, considering th at ac­ 
cording lo oho notion he gets a rebate of a

The other point they m ake in 
E rie against Scott is tiiat he has the most

Ho speaks of General Stone m an, who had 
been at one tim e talked about for vice pres­ 
ident here. blit is now little rem arked, as 
having derived tho benefit from this Coo rn 
of having the town pitched at th > environs 
of his orange grove. 
It seems th at Oregon was th e .State from 
tho l'aeifip slope which cam e lu re w ith the 
most decided resolution to support some­ 
thing like free trade. Yet it is doubt fill 
now w hether tho adm inistration at W ash­ 
ington w ants a too em phatic support of 
C leveland’s tariff message. 
Mr. Scott says 
th a t tho Mills bill is nothing but a m easure 
before Congre e, and th at party platform s 
do not usually m ention bills. This lends 
color to w hat I heard in Erie th at Cleveland 
was sitting down on Bill Scott for 
H a v in g Hurtled Ills C o n v e n tio n 
in Pennsylvania w ith a painful vividness.

The failures for 
th e corresponding week of last year num ­ 
bered ISO. m ade up of 125 in th e U nited 
and 25 in Cana la. T here is a noticeable 
increase this week in th e failures on the 
Pacific coast, th e num ber th ere being 43, 
w hich is far above th e average.

They 
m ight then regard them selves as done w ith 
th * Good H ope; it bad placed them on the 


rear of their enem ies, and th e retreat, 
w hether they should succeed or fat in the 
m ain enterprise, would be dire ted w ith a 
greater m easure of hope in the direction of 
the forest and my Lora F oxham ’s reserve.

AROUND THE FARM. 


X H B O A K D E N , 


W arden N o te s —F i n e R e d d i n g P l a n t s — 
T h * F a r m a n d V i lla g e G a r d e n . 
The "lap of May” has been rem arkably 
inviting to "lingering w inter” this year, so 
m uch so th a t tho usual w ork of early May 
is at least a fortnight behind tim e, and veg­ 
etation also is nearly as m uch later than 
usual. A few hot days, however, after the 
abundant rains winch have fallon, will 
chang© all this, and we may expect to soe 
everything about ob far advanced as usual 
by June 20. A good m any pieces of early 
corn and beaus will probably have to be re­ 
planted, in consequence of the cold and 
backw ard wt atlior. 
In such cases it is usu­ 
ally cheapor to plough or cultivate the land 
than to attem pt replanting w ithout such 
preparation, the plough or the cultivator 
effectually killing the young grow th of 
weeds, which otherw .se are very trouble­ 
some. 
Th© danger of frost on high land is now 
about over. and gardeners are bus ly em ­ 
ployed in selling cut such teuder plants as 
peppers, cucutnb rs and tom atoes; but 
unions, being de idedly more tender, ar© 
best not set out before June 5. Seed of Lim a 
and Sievn beaus should now be planted, if 
not already done, aud cucum ber, s iuash 
and m elon seed m ay also be planted w ith­ 
out delay. Late cabbage and cauliflower 
seed are best sown May 2<> to June It), the 
slow growing varieties such as the Stone 
Mason c u b a g e and late cauliflowers, be.ng 
sown earner than the seeds of the quicker 
growing Savoy cabbage and early E riu rt 
cauliflower. 
As warm w eather advances the insects 
begin to grow more and more troublesom e. 
The currant worm, tile cabbage worm, the 
squash and cucum ber and potato beetle* all 
scram ble for their share of tile crops, and 
the fanner m ust be alive or it will be the 
lion's sharo. W ith all these posts the same 
rule applies. Strike early, bcforo they have 
tim e to become too num erous and destruc­ 
tive. 
Unless they ar© taken in season, they 
quickly m ake havoc w ith ilie crops. It is 
now pretty generally understood th a t paris 
green ana london purple are til© cheapest 
and m ost effective poisons w here they can 
be used, nam ely, on such insects as gnaw 
til© foliage. Upon such crops, however, as 
are nearly ready for tho table, and upon in­ 
sects th a t suck t tie ju ’ees of plants, as do 
the socalled lie© cr aphides, we m ust use 
some other weapon, such as the em ulsion of 
kerosene off or powdered 
hellebore, or 
pyrethrum powder. These are ail harm less 
to m ankind, except th a t tho hellebore will 
occasion irritation iii the eves and nose if 
applied carelessly. The kerosene em ulsion 
is probably the safest and m ost satisfactory 
insect poison of all. It is easily prepared 
by churning the oil in com m on soap suds, 
and can bu applied by a w hisk broom cr 
syringe quite quickly to the leaves of vege­ 
tables. The m ost troublesom e Insects are 
those which fend on the m id r sides cf th© 
leaves, bu t vigorous a"d repeated applied- 
t ons of hellebore or kerosene will dispose 
of them . Rem em ber tho old pro* orb. " i t is 
tho early bird th a t catches the first w orm .” 
Unless the first worm is speedily o u d i t , he 
quickly becomes the parent of millions. 
The culture of b h v k H am burg grapes 
under glass is attracting some attention of 
late; but the low price and good quality of 
Califon] a fru it is the great draw back in the 
Way of this industry. The Tokay aud Mu - 
cat grapes of California are excellent, com ­ 
pared w ith the sourand tough ar.iclesgrow n 
here out of doors, but an> one who wishes 
a del cacy regardless of price buys the black 
Ham burg, giow u under glass, at 76 ( em s to 
.AO per pound. A cold grapery is easily 
built, and requires only little care, but th at 
care m ust be given daily w ith intelligence. 
The crop is fairly rem unerative, being 
about one pound tor each foot of rafter in 
tile house. T he roots are grown in borders 
outside the house, so as to avoid the need of 
w atering, and Hie crop ripens in October 
and Novem ber, and sells higher the longei 
it can be held.—IVV, D. P hiibnek, in C ult! 
valor. 


Fine Bedding Plants. 
Th!* is th© soasou to m ake up the list of 
plants for the flower garden, and I would 
like to call th e attention of th e readers to a 
few desirable varieties. 
Mina Lobata is a tine and very rapid 
growing clim ber. It is closely allied to the 
I] Om a. and resem b le the several species 
of this fam ily in gtwwth and foliage, but 
the flowers are totally different in form 
and color. 
They are produced on fork­ 
like racem es, holding them selves upright 
out of the dense foliage. T he buds are at 
first scarlet, but change to orange, and then 
to cream y w hite w hen in full bloom. The 
flowers are tuoelike in form, and when 
fully developed m easure three-quarters of 
an inch in length, and are borne in great 
profusion from August to frost. 
Desmod una Japon.cum is a pretty Japa­ 
nese shrub which is quite hardy. It* droop­ 
ing brain bes are entirely hidden by m ill­ 
ions of w hite flowers, which are freely pro­ 
duced from A ugust to the beginning of 
w inter. 
A nthem is Coronaria, 
the

go den M arguerite, is a very showy ami 
beautiful now plant. It blooms lreely a d 
>8 grown as eaa ly as the o d double white 
feverfew, w hich it som ew hat resem bles in 
form of flower. The flowers are very doub.e 
aud a rich golden yellow in color.

Schizanthus has fine foliage and lovely 
blossoms.

M ignonette—G iant W hite Spiral and Vic­ 
toria are va uable now varieties in this fra­ 
grant flower. 
Tile form er has immense 
spikes of pure w hite flowers and finely di­ 
vided foliage. V ictoria is a very fine variety, 
producing dark red b ossotns. 
Lynchnis 
Flos Curculi 
Pleno (Doub'e 
W hite Lynchnis) is nearly hardy and a val­ 
uable variety for cut flower*. The flowers 
are snow white, and very double. They fro 
qcently m easure two inchess across aud re­ 
sem ble a double Carnation.

The Farm and V illage Garden. 
P lant sw eet com every tw o weeks and 
keep up the supply of tender ears. 
Tile Dwarf M arrow fat Peaso (W hite Eyes 
planted last year the m iddle of June came 
inlo bearing just in tim e to d eiig h t our visit­ 
ing city cousins. Try them . 
To keep w cfds from getting ahoad do not 
allow them to catch up. Begin cultivation 
as soon as f ie weeds start, and let it be 
thorough. Tins will apply in the field as 
well as in tho garden. 
After aff. I uiu-t adm it, from a lim ited 
expcr.ence last season th a t it pays to get 
tom ato vines upofi tr Bises. Very few on 
the trellis rotted, w hile fully one-half of 
those on the ground were m ore or less 
affected. I shall try bagging some of the 
fruit, and 8’e w hat comes of it. 
Tho se who a e troubled w ith the currant 
worm should look shar »for the late broods 
th at come out the latter part of June. Hel­ 
lebore is ilie remedy. 
Celery for early use should he set out 
mwr. There is danger of ts running loseed 
when planted so early, b u t the risK has to 
be ruin 
To get extra early plants of new straw ­ 
berries for sum m er setting I clip off the 
ends of runners f i a t have be un to root, 
and p lan t in two-inch pots, and sink the 
pots in loose ear h in a shady spot and keep 
them moist. In lo to 14 days thev will be 
nicely rooted. 
I have just gone over m y grape-vines to 
pinch off surplus shoots, and thin our closely 
nil hut a lim ned num ber of 
the 
best 
hunches of grapes. I propose to hag v bar 
are left. Th# r se-bucs are on hand, aud I 
•hall do my best to' cheat them out < f the 
grapes, a t least, lf they w ant to eat the 
leave* they will have to eat alto a little 
lim e, scanted w ith carbolic acid. 
I have to confess that my old asparagus 
tops war* not cut off and burned lost fall 


until some of the seed had ripened and 
fallen off. Tho result has been th a t the 
•young seedlings have been as m uch trouble 
to m e as the weeds. Tins is a good tllu* r.i- 
tion of "the stitch in tim e” th a t would lr*ve 
saved many tunes nine. Tlie-ie if allowed 
to grow now woald soon fill up the rows 
w itfia mass of roots which would afford 
only w eak.spindlng shoots under the best of 
cultivation. 
A sharp hoe saves both tim e and m uscle, 
and does better work than a dull one. 
Nipping raspberry canes before they grow 
tall insures a stocky grow th. It is par­ 
ticularly necessary in case of blackcaps in­ 
tended f r grow.ng plants from the tips. 
I see line wire instead of pins is recom ­ 
m ended for fastening bags on tho grace 
em s ars 
I shall try it. To do any good in 
preventing rot, bags m uff bo put on al out 
as soon as til© grapes ave well form ed.—

Practical Experience In C r e w in g th e 
P o t a t o - T h r e e T h i n g s M n cm n rr to 
Obtain a P a y i n g Crop—H o w to Cist 
Rid of tile P o ta to Beetle, 
M any years* 
practical 
experience 
in 
potato culture loads us to tho following 
practice, esj e dally in consideration Of tho 
fact. that the crop has to m any enem ies to 
contend with. In the spring spread green 
m anure liberally in the gl ass ground, and 
plough under to a depth sufficient to pre­ 
vent the sod turning up on harrow ing the 
ground. 
Grass ground is preferable, for the reason 
th at wire worms follow ground on which 
gieeu m anure hasbeen applied lite previous 
year tor grain or other crops. 
Hence stop­ 
ple land th at was m anured the previous) ear 
w ith green m anure should not l o planted 
w ith po atoes at the expense of being in­ 
jured bz the wir.1! worm. 
I avoid p an ing 
on ground m anured on tho Mirfac ■ w ith 
green manure, as potatoes com ing in con­ 
tact with green m anure suffer lrom rust or 
fungus growth. 
0 nsequ. ntly the crop 
bu .ers with rot at harvest tim e. 
I had a very .sound and liberal crop of po­ 
tatoes las! your, on sod ground plowed the 
fail previous and im m ediately m anured 
w ith green m anure on the surface from 
stabling cows in autum n. This was done 
just as w inter frost set n. so there was but 
little wa-ffe from the escape of am m onia 
from ti e manure. 
W ith such farm ers as have on hand sum ­ 
m er and aul nam made m anure this is a 
very good plan. If toe land intended for 
potatoes is already ploughed,and one wishes 
to apply green m anure, then furrow threo 
feet apart aud drop the m anure iu the im - 
rows, ana a l t 'r covering tile muiiui© plant 
on these furrows, in addition to a liberal 
sn uoy of manure. I use ashes ;u tile hill a t 
the limo of pl an ting by tics m ethod. 
After mark ing off the row a three feet 
apart., the seed is d< upped is indies apart, 
and toe man w liodro s the seed is followed 
bv one who covers i lie seed w ith one h tffu l 
of soil, while a third I a r y drops or shakes 
on this partly covered Iliff a laigp stir.ing- 
spoonfui of ashes. After th 8, the second 
party completes t he coveting of the hills, so 
that the ashes will not come in close con­ 
tact w ith the seed to its injury. N either 
w il'lite ashes bo on top of tho Iliff to bo 
blown ult bv the wind. 
If the farm er cannot get ashes and is obl iged 
to use a commove.a1 fertilizer, I recom m end 
the loffowing test; 'l uke a I anilin! an I dis­ 
solve it in water, stirring it up well, ami 
allow it to mettle. Again wash it in the sa in- 
way, and again allow it to fettle. See w nat 
is obtained a the bottom of tim dish after 
settling, if it is ashes ti om til© burning of 
coal, rem em ber your fev tiii/ir will weigh 
well, .md re in em nor also th a t coal ashes 
have no terciliziug qualities. Old m anure 
can be applied to tho surface and harrow ed 
in. a 
foj h 
in. and a good crop of sm ooth potatoes will 
follow, n u t tile quicker th© m anure is ap­ 
plied after it is dropped the better. It. 
should be worked or harrow ed in shallow, 
so thai the am m onia shall not escape by ex- 
posiiie to tim air. I would no rn re expose 
m anure to surface ©vaporization than I 
w ould expose my tea and my ground coffs© 
upon t he pantry shelf. I propose to farm on 
IOO per cent. of the value of my barnyard 
manure, instead of perm itting it to leach, 
evaporate and w asts, thereby forcing mo to 
operate on a depleted cap tai. 
A sto s eding. I use oho piece to the hill, 
the fi rm er weighing not less than two 
ounces, with one strong e,\e or more. as tho 
case may be. T his will afford sufficient foo I 
for tile young shoots until they can got their 
nourishm ent from tho soil. 
I pretor even 
sited potatoes for seed( since the planting 
of small ones for a series of years will re­ 
sult in tubers of sm all grow th, though one 
yoar’s practice of this kind will not produce 
aav very serious results. 
Har vest the potatoes before the fall rams, 
since exposure to w et and cold w eather re­ 
sit tx in laying the foundation of disease 
aud tho deterioration in seen for succeeding 
Clops. When, in harvesting potato! s. I find 
a hid of ail good-sized tubers, and a good 
num ber of them . I al w ins Rave sin h for 
seed, for in so doing I lift or increase lh© 
coming crops. On the other h a n a .il wean 
and badly deform ed seed is p anted for sev­ 
eral years in succession lite very best vari­ 
ety can thereby be injured and crippled. In 
other words, the good can lie m ade better 
or the bad can be m ade worse, and tues© 
changes, w hether in the vegetable or ani­ 
mal Kingdom, are to some extent wil hip 
lite reach of the careful and iutelhgent 
farm er.—[The Cultivator. 


How to O b tain a P aying Crop. 
To obtain a paying crop three things are 
absolutely nt cessary, viz., good sol!, good 
seed and good culture. If the ground is de­ 
ficient in vegetable m atter, potash, am m o­ 
nia, or the phosphates, these m ust he sup­ 
plied from som e source, or failure will be 
toe result. 
Tile soil m ust be rich, loose 
and mellow, and til© work all done by 
horse power to save expens •. I never grew 
a paying crop of potatoes by using sm all or 
inferior seed, and I doubt if any m an ever 
did. 
I plunt larg •, sound, smooth s ed. 
just suco potatoes us I wish to raise, and 
select the seed us I dig them . P lant sued 
varieties as do nest on your own soil in 
vour locality and sell best iii m arket. 
I 
havu grown potatoes on Hie same ground 
every year tor the last IS years, and 
dug ii paying crop every year, but have 
had to cover the ground every two years 
w’lth well rotted barnyard m anure. Tho 
best yield I e \ or got was at the rate of (HO 
bushels to the aer©, all nic© large potatoes, 
as smooth us eggs. ana sold them for $1.16 
per bushel. Layoff the rows with a single 
shovel plough 
about 
threo leet apart 
mid four or five inches deep. This Jets the 
loose soil fall back into and partly till up 
the furrow, and m akes a g od seedbed 
d .red ly under the seed; drop the seed, cm 
to two or three eyes, about 15 inches apart 
in tho drills, o iver w ith a ihreo-shovel cul- 
t vator by rem oving the front shovel aud 
letting the horse walk in th j drills. As 
soon as Hie shoot! come through the ground 
I harrow the potatoes w ith a light V-shaocd 
harrow, w ith sharp teeth slanting back­ 
wards. going rig h t around tho patch length­ 
wise of Hie lo ss. This loosens and levels 
the giound, destroys nearly all the young 
weeds, does the crap more good than two 
ploughing, and does not drag up one hill in 
6UG. In about two weens I go through with 
tile double shovel twice in tho row, throw ­ 
ing tho d rt lo the tows, and finish the cul­ 
tivation by throw ing the dirt to the vines. 
about the tim e they begin to bud out, 
either w ith the double shovel or a sm a I 
onc-hoise turning plough. If large weed* 
appear before digging time, cut them oil 
w ith a scythe wheu m bloom. 


Potato Beetles— Hand-Pick or Poison. 
I used paris green for several years on 
potatoes. 
No attention was paid to the 
beetles or the size of the potatoes, as a rule; 
but as soon as tho larva* bogan to hatch, or 
wore partly hah bed out, the poison was put 
on, and again when there wa; need. This 
as a rule; hut one year tho beetles cam e iii 
suchnum bois th a t they w re ruining the 
oung plants, o ffing them rignt down to 
the ground. We put on paris green prom ptly 
and laid out m ost of tho beetles. As to mode 
of application, I would never use it dry; do 
not care to take the r sit. Th© first we put 
on was w ith hand garden sprinklers hut we 
soon got an atom izer th it blew the liqu a 
into a spray ana m ade a given quantity of 
w ater go perhaps tivo tim es as far. The m a­ 
ch na, w ater and all. I carried, spraying o ie 
row al a tim e, as fast ax I could walk. A lter 
using po.s. n in this way two or three 
years it 
was given 
up, 
and 
hand­ 
picking 
of 
the 
beetles 
and 
hand- 
ithering of tho larvie took its place. 
in have depended on ttrs h m d work 
entirely for several years and m anv other 
growers are doing the sam e wav. T here is 
some risk in using poisons. It was w *rk 
th at I had to do in > soli, as I did not care to 
risk my crop in other hands, while any one 
could v'ick beeth-s and it could be done in 
any w eather, w hile po;s' n coaid not be put 
on vi ell when the wind Idew much, or when 
there was danger of rain, as it would bo 
washed off heiore it d cl its work. Again, I 
felt sure th a t some iu.iurv was done to tile 
vines by the pois n, although I could not 
prove it. 
I wish experim ent stations would 
to t this point by planting a long strip .au 
acre or so. and using poisons on half and 
hand-picking the r<st prom ptly, so no in­ 
jury is done to the vines by the beetles or 
larvie. Careful experim ents of this kind, 
carried on for seve a1 ,v ears.usine **ed from 
each patch to p i n t t. sim ilar one the uext 
year, would be very valuable. B ut to come 
back to the hest w ays of putting on paris 
green, for w hich there are num erous con­ 
trivances 
A very sim ple one, for large growers, is 
that used bv S. H. Ellis 
A cart was made, 
using wheels fr. m some farm tool. Two 
od barrels were fastened on, standing on 
end. Two indies from the lo aer end of 
each, on the front side, a hole was bored. 
S hort t n tubes were fitted to these holes, 
d r yen through and turned up around in­ 
side and nailed down water tight. Four or 
live feet of run! er horn were slipped on to 
each tin, and a rose, such as s found on gar­ 
den sprinklers, put on the other end. But 


re I s until yon get turned around and ready 
to sta rt back. 
You take two rows at once.

W ith this im proved m achine I m ay find 
It cheaper to use poison on potatoes again; 
but in the t as handw ork has been cheaper, 
j an i ulnrlv go if, as I feel quite sure « rn# 
m ary is do m to tho v.nos by tho poison. 
Now a word about this liainln eking. Tho 
im portant i o nt is to begin just a* soon as 
plants enough are up s > one ca i iollcw the 
roc * and keep tin* beetles constantly picked 
as clean as po-sib e tor two i r three weeks. 
'I his previ pts their laying many eggx. th in 
hut little Double wilj be had w ith the 
lam p. We pick in q u art cut s, each pick r 
taking two rows. Have a large tin Mill (six 
gabon) w ith tight cover a t tho ©nil of field, 
to put beetles in. We do no; try to get them 
al), but walk along and get w hat are in 
plain sivht, the object tieing to get as m any 
as possible in a given tim e. lim e can ie 
saved by taking advantage of their hah tx. 
Every worm day they will fly from fields 
w her > potatoes were grown ilia preceding 
year aud light on thoi ut side rows of thonow 
pion . 
We go over such ro • s en such 
days several rimes, and som etim es hardly 
let them get into the rest of the field at all. 
They only fly for a few days. 8ome larvie 
a1 ways hatch. To keep them from going to 
seed, as well a* from eating til© potato 
vines, we gather them into pans, each per­ 
son t k in ; two rows at < nee and using a 
paddle m ade of a soft-wood birrol sta e. 
about four inches or five in width. The 
pans ai© com m on eig h tq u ar. 
m iikoans, 
w ith h an d le' ol light wood nailed to them , 
i f such a length that the person, tall or 
short, eau stand up straight at lusw o k, 
and stiff linve the pans right under tho 
vines. At tho end of the rows the larval 
are em ptied in 'o lie pail.

T H E H A Y M A K E R S . 


H o w to M a k e a n d S t a c k H a y —T o o 
L o n e E x p o s u r e t o a B u r n i n g S u n 
R e n d e r s th o H a y H r l t t l s . 
The best quality of hay, everything con­ 
sidered. is m ade in dry. hut sunless weather, 
w ith little dew, aud ax little handling over 
as is practicable. 
Too long exposure to a 
burning sun renders the hay brittle, and 
consequently somo of it w ill b© lost in tho 
handling. 
Clover hay, it is generally conceded, is 
I ost when the clover was only fairly waited 
before being put in the cook, there to re­ 
m ain a few days, the cocks, in the m ean­ 
tim e, to he opened two or three times. 
E xperim ental evidence largely favors the 
idea th at early cut forage is superior to late 
cut, not only ax regards its chem ical com ­ 
position, out its digestibility. 
T his is ox- 
maiiied by tile fact th a t young plants, 
in a state of active grow th, contain rela­ 
tively more protein aud less fibre than do 
m atured plants. 
Professor Arinsbv of W isconsin say* on 
the subject: Thr*© elem ents enter into tho 
problem of selecting th e best tm © for cu t­ 
ting the grasses, viz., tho quality of the 
fodder, its quantity and the am ount of labor 
expended upon it. Will.© any gl ass is ripen­ 
ing a larg© part of the protein aud starch 
passes from the leaves and stem to tho 
seeds, w b id i are so sm all th at thev are sel­ 
dom m asticated or digested. 
Moroni er, 
these are easily lost in curing. Til* hay 
made from fully rip© grusx is e . ontiaHv 
s law. If only one crop is to he obtained, 
the hest tim e for culling is usuiffv when 
tho plants are just beginning to blossom. 
At this tim e a larger cro > is obtained than 
if cut earlier, w hile the digestibility of tho 
Hay is not m aterially im paired, lf cut early, 
there is a groat advantage to a second crop. 
In deciding which is the proper stage of 
grow th for cutting grass for hay. one ought 
not to forget th a t a late grow th of the plants 
nearly to seeding im pairs their strength. In 
case of red clover, it greatly interferes w ith 
tile crop of -eed which is obtained from tile 
second cutting. 
Professor Sanborn’a (of Missouri) experi­ 
m ents in ( eding hay appear to indicate 
that tho value of curly cut hay m ay have 
been overestim ated. 
He says results ob­ 
tained m ake it appear that. not only is the 
am ount of hay cut from a given area 
larger when cut after bloom than when out 
in bloom, but tho late cut hay is m ost 
nutritious. 
Professor Beal of M ichigan 
thinks it very doubtful w hether it is nest 
to cut 
all forngo plants at 
tho sam e 
stage of advancem ent. 
Most fanners, ai 
a rule, 
prefer 
to cut clover when 
a 
few of 
the* first heads begin 
to turn 
brown. 
Common 
sense m ust

T m othy hay is easily cured, heavy for its 
bulk, presents a good appearance, aud suf­ 
fers loss than m any grasses when a'lowod 
to go to seed before cutting. Professor San­ 
born nelieves th at tim othy is w orth SB to 
-to per cent, more per acre for cutting when 
sufficiently out of bloom in preference to 
cutting in bloom or before blooming.—[The 
World. 


S ta c k in g Hay. 
Bear in m ind th a t dew and rain wash out 
much of tile best portion of grass after it 
has been cured, or partially cured. Professor 
Beal, in his valuable work on grasses, says 
very truly th a t it is alm ost impossible to 
give definite rules iu w riting about stack­ 
ing hay th at will he of practical use, and 
advises th a t am ateurs in th » work take 
lessons of a good stacker by W atching the 
same one season. The professor, however. 
m akes the following suggestions:

foundation of fho 'ta c k sliou d he m ade on 
hoards or somo tim bers to keep tile liar 
from absorb ng m oisture from the ground. 
Tho m iddle should a ways bo kept highest; 
it should lie evenly trod down on a l sides;

tnestaeK , to prevent packing the hay on 
one sole more than cho other. Tho tor

This is a big country, arui the 
dem and for good butter co vs is sim ply 
oho. incus and if the Jersey w ere properly 
appreciated i y dairym en, th e supply of 
Jerseys a t present exis ing would bo a in re 
bagatelle com pared with the large dem and. 
This dem and, ts.rn of thoproDcr recognition 
of lim* value iii .he dab i . would of course 
tend to appreciate her m arket va’ne.

This will keep 
tho weeds back one w eek morn; th en the 
corn will he big enough to * i on w ith the 
Thoinax h air iw, which ought to be used 
one© a week (better twice) u n til the corn is 
six molies high. 
If it Is good com w eather, ground rich, 
and Hie corn looks black, ami grows fast 
aud is tender, Hie harrow will destroy about 
oue-third of the corn, b ut if half a bushel or 
seed is used per acre the 11i inning out is just 
w hat is needed. After the last dragging. 
start the cultivator as soon as possible, and 
keep it going until the corn is throe or four 
feet high.

If tho cultivation has been 
thorough up to tho lim e of using a cu lti­ 
vator, ratlc r than have the roots pruned in 
a d ry sea-on, I would piefer to take tho 
chances and let it alone. The w eeds which 
would grow if corn is cut w ith a reaper 
would be taken to the silo, leaving no seed* 
for next year’s crop.

D andelion* 
and cowslips are generally p len tifu l; cab ­ 
bage sprout* and v ting her*© radish leaves, 
asparagus, and. later, spinach arid beet 
gre©ns. give a sufficient varie.'jr. 
Use plenty of w ater in w ashing greens a* 
a Buspic on of arri’ or ©ren a barm ie*) b it of 
gram wilt detract from the enjoym ent of 
tile dish. Add one teaspoonful of salt to 
e .cry two quart* » f w ater used. 
if a piece of pork is boded w ith green* na 
salt is needed, and s >me cooks like to us* 
ti:e w ater in w hich ham or corned beef ha* 
been boi'ed.

sm all grain, anti th# ground is in good con­ 
dition and froe from weeds, a g od crop m ay 
som etim e 1 he grown by ploughing very late 
in the spring, ami giving good, deep an d 
thorough cultivation 
Flax can be ©town most successfully on a 
soil w th con-ldcrablo clay in it, but whi n 
grown on the ric 1 vegetable m ould of o u r 
N orthw estern 
priories deop 
p lum bing, 
wh ch brings tile clay subsoil to the su r­ 
face. will pm tin’ ground in condith n for a 
good ere p. I sow riax in this latitude be­ 
tween May 20 and Ju n e I, using a broad­ 
cast seeder, aud sowing half a bushel pel 
aero. 
It is ready tor harvesting about three 
weeks Inter than spring w heat, and I 
bundle it in the sam© way, binding it w ith 
tw ine and stacking ax o lier grains are 
sticked. Many her© do not bind, aud it 
can be handled very w ail in los'6 gavels, 
but I ©refer binding. 
\Vith m oper cu ti ation I have found flax 
ax pron 1 able ax any crop I have grown, b u t 
it will not hoar neglect cr poor cu ltivation. 
One thing may be set down as certain in 
the cult! atlon of flux; that is. an average 
crop will never pay. W ith good cultiva­ 
tion it is easy to i n duce double an average 
crop, aud not difficult to run it un to thro© 
tim es the average, as flax res onds m ost 
cheerfully to superior calli) at on. 
I have never found th at t a . exhausts the 
soil more than any other crop of sm all gram , 
bu; of l ours# it wiff not no to follow flax 
atter flax from year t o 't a r . Hut I alw a a 
consider it bad managem ent: w hen I ant 
ob ig«tl to sow th© sam e Clop on the san © 
land twice n succession, and alw ays con- 
I der th a t I deserve toe poor crop which 
alm ost invariably follows.

A national 
m useum of living anim als would be one of 
tho leading attractions at W ashington and 
would show th e citizen and the foreign visi­ 
tor at a glance the anim als of this country 
as they could never be seen otherwise. For, 
although it is proposed to have a largo col­ 
lection of foreign anim als also, th© m ain 
idea is to preserve a full set, as it were, of 
native Am erican specimens. 
Already tho buffalo is practically extinct: 
tile beautiful Rocky m ouutain goats are 
sharing the same fate; the moose, the 
caribou, the antelope, tho elk and deer are 
going fast, and if these and m any other 
species are to be preserved a t all, the gov­ 
ernm ent m ust tie th e m odern N oah and 
build an ark capable of holding male and 
fem ale of each kind. 
By all m eans, let this country have a 
national "Zoo.”

G e o r g e A l f r e d T o w n s e n d ’s lum inous 
despatches to T h e G l o b e throw an elec­ 
tric light on the ant e-convention scenes at 
St. Louis, by w hich tho m inutest details of 
the preparatory work are clearly disclosed. 
W ith the keen and unerring observations 
of this veteran convention correspondent 
spread daily before them , reinforced by the 
careful work of our W ashington correspond­ 
ent. M o r g a n , who is also on the ground, 
readers of

able, not only to follow the developm ents 
at St. Ixmia. but largely to anticipate them . 
The one unique and striking characteris­ 
tic of this Dem ocratic national convention 
is evidently to be its freedom from all seri­ 
ous contention. 
The presidential candi­ 
date is to be nom inated, not only w ithout 
a contest, but w ithout question. Tile u n an ­ 
imous voice of the party calls President 


C l e v e l a n d to be his own successor. Never 
since the practice of nom inating our prcs - 
dents by national <onx*entions. which, by 
th e way, did not beg n till 1882, has there 
been such an exam ple of absolutely undi­ 
vided preference on the part of either of 
th e great political parties for a standard 
bearer. 
Not one, hut many, causes have con- 
tributed to place G r o v e r C l e v e l a n d in 
this rem arkable relationship to his party. 


G e o r g e A l f r e d T o w n s e n d , in his graphic 
despatch to T h e S u n d a y G l o b e , quotes 
Editor H e n r y W a t t e r s o n as saying th at 
tim unanim ous choice of Mr. C l e v e l a n d 
is "the logical outcom e of the situation,” 
because to nom inate any other m an would 
be to confess th a t the ticket of 1884 had 
been unsuccessful.

It would not dare to take the risk. 
Let us then render the credit th a t is 
justly due to President C l e v e l a n d , aud 
recognize the fact th at his record as the ex­ 
ecutive head of the nation, no less than as a 
leader of th e great party th a t called him to 
th a t high and onerous post, has not only 
justified his unanim ous call to a second 
term of duty, bitt has m ade th at call at 
once the wisest politics and the highest pa­ 
triotism.

HINTS ON SAILING SMALL BOATS. 


The first thing to be considered is, of 
course, th a t of safety. Rem* m ber th at no 
small boat fit to be called a sailboat can be 
capsized unless the sail is confined by the 
sheet being m ade fast. If the wind th at 
has force enough to capsize the boat could 
bo "spilled” out of the sail, she would be 
im m ediately relieved. Therefore, to ensure 
safety, th e peison steering should never 
belay the sheet, but keep it in hand, so as to 
be able to slack it off gradually, or cast it 
off entirely at a m om ent’s notice. 
lf the 
whole sail points towards the 
wind's eye it no longer him any e ffe c t upon 
tho boat. 
T he sail then shakes in the 
wind exactly as a flag docs, tho wind pass­ 
ing harm lessly by on both sides. 
It does not fol’ow because the slacking of 
the sheet is a safe thing to do th at it should 
always he done. W ith boatm en who are 
thoroughly practised it is seldom done, for 
the same results ran he obtained w ith the 
rudder by bringing tho boat into tho wind 
until the sail shakes witli the sheet still 
fast. This gives more control than would 
be the case if the boom were out to leeward, 
perhaps dragging in the w ater on account 
of the pressure of the wind upon the hull 
and mast. T he very best thing to do in a 
squall is to use a m odification of both 
these m ethods, i. e., slack oft the sheet for 
a foot or two. so th at the sail before it ran 
till with wind will he a t such an angle with 
the hull th a t the shock upon tho latter can 
not be great. 
The perfection of boat sailing is to know 
how to sail one close-hauled, and a know l­ 
edge of this art will enable one to win 
many a race against a boat of superior 
speed, but not as perfectly directed. 
A 
boat is said to be close-hauled, or soiling 
"full and by,” w hen she is brought as 
near the wind as is possible, so as to ad- 
Vance through the water. 
To ensure lier 
advancing, the boom m ust bo at sonic 
angle from the line of the keel, and close­ 
hauled sim ply m eans th a t it is brought as 
far 
inboard, 
or 
towards 
the 
line 
of 
the keel, by m eans of the main-sheet, 
as 
experience 
has 
proved 
can 
he 
done, 
and 
have 
the 
boat 
advance 
through 
tho 
water. 
The 
closer 
the 
boom can he brought to the line of tho 
keel and th e boat still kept advancing the 
nearer tho wind she will be said to sail; 
and the boat th a t m akes the angle least 
between itself and the direction of the 
wind will, other things being equal, arrive 
the quickest a t its destination. Ju st how 
far to have the mainboom out of the side 
in sailing close-hauled has never been de­ 
cided, for it resolves itself to this: If the 
boom is hauled further inboard the beat 
sails nearer to the wind, but in an in­ 
creased ratio 
loses its speed. 
Hence a 
happy m edium must ho decided upon, and 
there is no doubt hut th at the result of 
m ost races has depended more upon tho 
use of the m ain-sheet when close-hauled or 
heating to w indw ard than upon any other 
cause. 
W ith old hands th e boat w hen close- 
hauled is suffered "to go through 
the 
w ater,” rath er than to point up alm ost into 
the w ind’s eye, and kent bobbing up and 
down and advancing very little. To know 
when the boat is as near ihe wind as she 
will sail, luff till a little w ave agitates the 
sail, showing th a t the wind is passing by on 
both sides; then keep her off so th a t just the 
suspicion of a little ripple in the sail near 
tho luff greets the eye, and nover letting 
her fall off and never shaking her, and yet 
taking advantage of every flaw, shall stam p 
Palinurus as one of those rare beings—an 
accomplished helm sm an. 


rank Among Am erican statesm en entitles 
him to take th a t view. 
It is nevertheless a pity th a t m en of the 
first rank cannot bo induced now, as they 
could be and were w hen th e republic was 
young, to regard the vice presidency as a 
post of honor and dutv not beneath their 
acceptance. Its incum bent now, as then, 
in case of the death or disability of tho 
elected president, Is the successor to the 
chief executive office, designated by the 
Constitution, and twice w ithin tw enty-three 
years the designation thus m ade has taken 
effect.

the ticket, no one as yet appears on the 
"favorably m entioned" list of conspicuous 
strength. 
C l e v e l a n d and C a r l is l e would be a 
ringing slogan; hut again there arises the 
question of w hether Mr. C a r l is l e would 
not consider the office as beneath his ac­ 
ceptance. It would, indeed, he a wholesome 
reform if we could break down this idea 
th at statesm en of the first grade cannot ac­ 
cept the vice presidency.

It needed only to m en­ 
tion his nam e to have it taken up by 
Dem ocrats everywhere as a nrc-eininently 
desirable one. 
But Judge T h u r m a n says his m m e is 
used w ithout his consent, and intim ates, 
though he does not expressly say, that he 
could not accept the nom ination. He may 
fairly consider th a t the first place is the 
only one that he ought to ta k e : his conceded

To assum e th a t the ranks of labor are 
lost in the woods, when not held together 
by a special platform and candidate, is not 
only to assum e th a t w orkingm en have no 
intelligent purpose, but is a concession on 
the part of the party m aking the assum p­ 
tion th a t its national platform will give 
but a cold and evasive welcome to the 
cardinal aspirations of labor. 
The fact th at the heavy labor vote of the 
country is to be apportioned between the 
tw o 
great 
parties, according as each 
shall furnish tile m ost conclusive evidence 
th at it is w orthy the suffrages of working­ 
men, will add intense and solid interest to 
the contest. Mr. B l a in e , or his unnam ed 
successor, evidently intends to push the 
issue of high protection to the front and 
divide the Red sea w ith it. The burden of 
the whole song to be trum peted over the 
land is th at taxes are a blessing devised es- 
pecially for "the poor w orkingm an.” 
So 
intense and all-absorbing will be the love 
for the poor toiler th at m illionnaires and 
monopolists will be forgotten, and whether 
they sink or swim, survive or perish, will be 
totally ignored, if only the beloved Ameri­ 
can w orkingm an can be rescued from the 
com petitive contam ination of the "pauper 
laborer” over the seas.

I doubt very m uch if there is any such j 
thin g as th e “instill1 tem peram ent.” T hat 
is. an organic constitut on characterized I y 
ct rtain m ental 
and 
Physical 
qualities 
ivhich is uniform ly met w ith in those who 
ate predisposed to insanity. At leasi, no 
such tem peram ent ■» recognized by physi­ 
ologists i r alienists of th e present day. Sys­ 
tem atic w riters generally adm it the exist­ 
ence of four d s inct tem peram ents—tho 
sanguine, tile lym phatic or phlegm atic, tho 
choleric or bilious, an i the nervous. E veiy 
physician who has m uch to do w ith the 
treatm en t of insane persons has witnessed 
instances of m ental derangem ent not only 
in individuals of each one of these tem pera­ 
m ents, but in all th eir possible com bina­ 
tions. Indeed, it is raro to find a pi rson in 
whom any one of tho tem peram ents m en­ 
tioned exists in its pure and sim ple form, 
those of m ixed tcmj era mc m s being greatly 
in the majority. 
Perhaps the nervous tem peram ent is the 
one which is most frequentJy m et w ith un­ 
com bined w ith any other tem peram ent or 
a t least so greatly predom inating as to ob­ 
scure any other that m ay be present. This 
arises from the fact thai it is the only tem ­ 
peram ent th a t can be acquired by mode of 
life. If there is any tem peram ent which or 
itself predisposes to insanity, it is tile ner­ 
vous. It m ay lie well, th e re fo r, to point 
out some ot its chief ehaiacteristh s. 
Hie m anifestations of nervous energy aie 
m arkedly piom inent, and give peculiar im- 
pn bs to tile whole body and mind, H ie 
countenance is usually pale and tilt- features 
thin and Blimp; tic p u le is quick, s nail 
and frequent though not w eak; the lespira- 
tion active: the illest and m uscular system 
are generally not largely (level p ed ; tho 
skin is dry and rough; and the digestive 
functions are perform ed irregularly. 
In consequence of th e coml ar,<t.ye weak- 
fie-s of tile m uscles I erst us of this tem pera­ 
m ent easily become 
fatigued; 
though, 
owing to the activity of the nervous system 
they quickly rally. Prom pt to form opinions 
aud to arrive at conclusions tho subjects ot 
th e nervous tem peram ent are 
N ot R e m a rk a b le to r S ta b ility 
of purpose. 
Their intelloi taal operations 
are rapid and brilliant, but at the same 
tim e not often persistent. Variety is con­ 
stantly sought for, and tho m ental eilfo its, 
like tile physical, are. as it were, spasmodic*, 
full of energy while they last, but soon 
yielding to others. 
Women were form erly m uch m ore fre­ 
quently tho subjects of this tem peram ent 
than men. but owing to tile c onstant effort 
t > get rich m anifested by the m ale sex iii 
recent tim es and tho consequent extrem e 
developm ent of the onioti nal svst rn and 
of certain faculties of the intel ect it is now 
far more common with men.

") ins’ dance, catalepsy,ecstasy and insanity 
of all types. In fact, tho nervous tem pera­ 
m ent itself is. if strongly developed, alm ost 
a pathological condition, the sensibility is 
so acute, the capability for receiving men- 
ta hapless ons so decided, and the system 
is s i read ly throw n into disorder from 
d ig h t' auscs that th e tem peram ent in ques- 
t on m ay often be considered as the first 
m anifestation of disease. 
Persons of the nervous tem peram ent are

T ie variety of insanity to which indi­ 
viduals of the chol n e tem p ram ent are 
especially liable when tlioy become the sub­ 
jects of m ental disease is m elancholia in all 
its form-, and it often assumes w ith them 
the m ost terr hie of all the phases of m ental 
derangem ent—the suicidal anil hom icidal. 
The delusions which are most frequently 
m et w ith in them alo those which relate to 
injuries done them by others, or horrible 
crim es which they have them selves per­ 
petrated. Often they refer to religious sub­ 
jects and to the stato of eternal dam nation 
into which their souls are to be plunged on 
account of the enorm ity of their sins. 
The idea that they have com m itted the 
“unpardonable sin” is a very common de­ 
lusion with tiffs class ot lunatics, and they 
will often walk tho tlo r for days and ii gilts 
Bt a tim e. w ringing their hands, m oaning 
and sobbing at tho tho u g h t ever present of 
the awful punishm ent in store for them in 
tile world to come. I know of no one point 
in the whole range ot theology w hich has 
inflicted more injury upon the hum an m ind 
and caused more distress than tho doctrine 
th a t there is a m ysterioussin which any one 
m ay ignorantly com m it and never escape 
the eternal w rath of an offended God. Tho 
m iserable >offerers them selves never kn w 
w hat it is, or if they im agine they do are 
afraid to reveal their knowledge. One poor 
girl whose anguish of m ind was pitiable to 
witness, inform ed m e in answer to inquiries 
th at it was ‘too I o riffle to m ention.’ 
B ut cases of in anity are m et w ith also 
among per-ens possessed of either of the 
two other tem peram ents, and as in those 
w hich I have already referred the 
T y p o of M e n ial D e ra n g e m e n t 
which results is m arked to a great extent by 
the characteristics which are 
norm ally 
present. 
Thus in the sanguine tem peram ent the 
expiession of countenance is cheerful and 
hopeful, and activity characterizes all the 
m ovem ents cf ihe body. There are m ental 
restlessness and brilliancy, and w hile any 
part eu ar bent is follow! d a great deal 
of energy is shown. 
The love of ph a t­ 
tire 
\ renom inates, but 
the 
pJeasur i 
m ust ba frequently varied or satiety is 
soon 
produced. 
Inconstancy is a pre- 
dom inat bg feature.. Good resolutions are 
form ed but to be broken. Friendships avo 
readily contracted to be scon aband one-1 
for others, which in th< lr turn are speedily 
givi a up. In love, the individual of san­ 
guine tem peram ent is fickle and faithless, 
caring less tor his honor than his pleasure. 
Ha engages in great undertakings w ithout 


tinge tsked i-ers< us of sanguine tem pera­ 
m ent. Marc Antony and Flaio among the 
ancients, Charles ll. cf England, Lorenzo di 
Medicis. the Duke of Richelieu and M urat 
are instances of it. In this country General 
W ayne and H enry Clay were good exam ples 
of .his tem peram ent. .Shakespeare, iii his 
inim i ahie character of Mcrcuffo, la s de­ 
p u ted it w ith m asterly power. 
Poetry. 
pain inc and iculptuve have some of their 
most distinguished i ultivators among indi­ 
viduals i f the .sanguine tem peram ent. 
Insanity is not very common in persons 
nos eased of this tem peram ent. When af­ 
fected tho form of m ental derangem ent is 
generally acute m ania,nr some other variety 
in which m ental ex n ltato n rather than 
m ental depression is a prom inent lecture. 
The rem aining tem peram lit. tho lym ­ 
phatic, is a*moat the very oppos.te of the 
sanguine. The intellect is slow to act. ideas 
come with difficulty; bm them is by no 
means necessarily a deficient degree of intel­ 
ligence, an 
t ough m atters may ie com­ 
prehended and conclusions lea heil w th a 
ii eg tee of tardiness aggra' ating to those of 
quicker minds, there is fully as much likeli-

m ental derangem ent 
which aro especially Bable to exist in per­ 
sons of tho lym phatic tem peram ent aro a 
low grade of m elancholia and acute de­ 
m entia. Tho existant delusions are not of 
so gay a character as those m et w ith iii the 
in s'lie of san m ine tem peram ent, and gen­ 
erally relate to plots or designs agam -t 
them by some real or im ag nary persons. 
Instead, however, of wishing to fight their 
supposed in an ers, as would toe m an pf san­ 
guine tem peram ent, or sitting wringing 
their hands in anguish, as would he of the 
choleric tem peram ent, the lym phatic luna­ 
tic take it all very quietly, and will lalk 
of the mal emus attem pts which have been 
m ade ut on his life w tin ut i v ncing the 
slightest anger or sorrow, and with even a 
pleasant sm ile upon his countenance. 
There is, 
th e ie ’ore. 
uh tem peram ent 
wit ch can par excellence be regarded as tho 
insane tem peram ent. Persons of all tem ­ 
peram ental ty res an- liable to insanity. In­ 
dia idual peculiarity Is a factor not to be dis­ 
regarded. Some people would never be­ 
come insane, no m atter w hat m isfortunes 
in gilt visit them or what m ental shocks 
’hey m ight suffer, u h .:o others would U se 
t.ieir m u d s up u tho supervention of the 
slightest possible disturbing event, 
One 
m an will suffer the Joss of fam ily and 
friends and m oney and his m ind will re­ 
tain all its 
clearness and 
vigor, while 
another will go info his ham and hang him ­

How to D ete ct Poison in Candy. 
[Baltimore American.] 
Several sam ples of 
suspicious looking 
taffy sold in the pubi c m arkets, were late 
*]y collected and subm itted to two chem ists 
for analysis. The r report states that four 
o the live sam ples exam ined were colored 
With chrom e yellow to a very dangerous 
degree, The chrom o yellow poisoned stuff 
m ay easily be detected. It has the bright 
yellow shade of a fresh lemon, som ewhat 
approaching th a t of clear sulphur. It is usu­ 
ally flavored w ith lem on essence and sold 
as lemon taffy, lf there be any doubt as to 
a ram pie it should be dissolved in hot water- 
To do this nut a cent’s worth in a tum bler, 
and pour over it hot w ater to nearly fill the 
tum bler. S tir w ith a.spoon until dissolved. 
Al ow it to static flout 15 to 20 m inutes. 
If any yellowish sedim ent covers the bot­ 
tom of the tum bler it is almost certain it is 
the poisonous chrom e yellow, 
indeed, if 
any sod incut at all be found Hie taffy 
should not be eaten. Good taffy or candy 
is a1 iv ays con i pl toffy dissolved when L eaf­ 
ed in this n a . w ith hot water. W hen in 
such an exam ination a sedim ent bf any kind 
is found it should be subm itted to a chem ist 
for exam ination. 
Tho basis of nearly 
all tho taffy sold is glucose, a product made 
from corn starch, lr is entirely harm less 
and equally as good as cane sugar, so far as 
it g es. Its defect is ti at live pounds of it 
is no sw eeter than three pounffs of cane 
sugar. Nearly all i he syrup aud all the coll­ 
ied ioner's sugar offered for sale are glucose. 
It is ah healthful and good. Ro far as re­ 
cent n m stigations 
have shown, all tho 
ta : y offered ft r sale is harm less, except tho 
Clirome yellowci tared stuff.which is aln ays 
a bright yellow, approaching canary yellow, 
or sulphur yellow, or tho color of a fresh 
lemon, tt is highly poisonous, and should 
be especially guarded against.

"I never heard ins nam e m entioned in 
th at connect.on; but ho is a respectable 
man, and doubtless wou a m ake a good 
governor. I si iou d like to see hint nom i­ 
nated, because I would like to know how a 
free trader, as I understand Mr. Russell is, 
would run in M assachusetts tor governor. 
‘ Is in t the urolith tion question tikclv to 
he of special im portance in the Stato ta m ­ 
pa ga this year. ” 
‘ Every indication is that it will, bu t it has 
been my experience in politics in regard to 
th e Prohibition vote th a t there is an old 
proverb th at applies to it: 'All signs fail in a 
dry tune.’ It has always been a disappoint­ 
ing quantity to its frit nils and a derision to 
its enemies. In this State it has always 
fallen between two stools, the highly re­ 
spectable and declared purpose of the en­ 
thusiastic aud honest supporters of pro­ 
hibition on the one side, who believe 
in it as againxtall other issues: and the Pro­ 
hibitionists 
who ate 
Republicans 
first 
and Prohibitionists afterw ard, and who 
have 
hitherto 
always 
halted 
when 
their Republicanism would be likely to do 
them harm . It wou d seem as though the 
Republican 
national convention 
would 
declare for Droit bition. ll so there will ne 
a very large Prohibition vote, but this vote 
will not endanger the Republican candi­ 
date.” 
"In your opinion has G eneral Draper any 
chanco for the Republican nom ination for 
governor of M assachusetts as aga nst Gov­ 
ernor Am es?” 
General D raper would m ake an exceed­ 
ingly good candidate for the Republicans, 
because ho 
H ill Some Soldier In Him , 
which lias been distasteful always to the 
Republicans iii their candidate for gov­ 
ernor: hut I suppose th a t as Mr. Blaine is 
out of Hie presidential contest now. and all 
possible objection to Governor Ames in any 
section of tho Republican party having 
thus been diem sod of. the latter will bo 
nom inated and elected if lie desires to be. 
lie has always shown him self an honest 
(old watt r m an.” 
‘‘i)o yon regard B lad e's last letter of 
dec! nation as final'.’” 
" tth. y es: oh, yes,” replied General Butler. 
' ‘There is no question at ail as in th at." 
"It he should be nom inated by acclam a­ 
tion. di es he not leave a little hole to creep 
out of ?” 
"i cannot conceive of it. Mr. Blaine had 
tho rig it to be the candidate of his party, 
and if lie had desired to be, as against 
Cleveland. I have no doubt of his nom na­ 
tion, with as strong a probability of election 
as any matt woo would be nom inated, and 
lith e state of his health six m onths ago 
adm onished him that he could not probably 
serve out a term in addition 
to 
the 
fatigues of the cam paign, and to take him ­ 
self substanl ally out of the way, and al­ 
low tim other gentlem en of the party wtio 
had a right t-> aspirations to advance their 
own candidatures through them selves or 
their friends: and if he wrote letters to that, 
iffoct: still, if travel aud freedom from 
anxiety aud care a low the recuperation of 
his health so th a t lour m onths afterw ard 
ho thought it desirable to be a candidate, 
then a frank letter saying so, and ih a th e 
would b • a candidate, w ould have left no­ 
body to com plain of 
hts action, 
and 
would be fair m inded and prrper: and if 
w ithin 60 days ho had w ritten such a letter, 
I think he would have been nom inated 
ba acclam ation. 
In 
m y estim ation, it 
would be only by acclam ation th at a man 
should be nom inated under tho circum ­ 
stances 
No possible rival could com plain 
of his course—but now. having w ritten tho 
letter he has, which I tak e to be a frank 
and com plete renunciation of the position 
of candidate, ut all hazards. I th ilk th at 
his coming b fore the convention for nom ­ 
ination, w hether by acclam ation or any 
oilier way, would he so treating his rivals 
’hat, it I were one of them , I would beat 
him if I had the p over to do so; and so the 
American people would do, for they are a 
fair people, i pen and honest dealing. I do 
not me in to infer for one m om ent th at such 
would not have been Mr. Blaine s course in 
this m atter, and therefore I have answered 
your question cs I have.” 
"U nder the circum stances, w ho will prob­ 
ably be the Republ can nom inee?” 
“T hat question it is entirely impossible 
for me to answer, because there aie so 
m any m en wlto will come into the conven­ 
tion w ith a fair following, and in trying to 
determ ine to w hat each of them is entitled, 
and who are perfectly equipped by their 
knowledge of the principles of our govern­ 
m ent, its m ethods of adm inistration and 
the 
requirem ents 
of executive action, 
wou’d be in 1 idious to nam e one as against 
tile others. There are several pre-eminently 
well equipped by long service under the 
governm ent, 
L llie Sherm an an d Allison, 
but since tho selection of Mr. Cleveland, in 
1884, m y belief that any equipm ent was 
necessary for tho R esid en t lias been so 
thoroughly shaken th at I ain afraid to use 
that factor as an elem ent in the action of a 
convention.

In ab article in the current num ber of the 
N ational Review, A. C. Cbapneys gives 
some curious inform ation of the notions en­ 
tertained of the devil in the m iddle ages. 
The w r ter first notes the degradation which 
h issa anic m ajes y's reputation had under­ 
gone in those days as compared w ith tile 
character ascribed to him in the Bible. In 
m edieval tim es he w as shorn of all his 
pristine d'gnity, and from being the great 
enemy of God h id become the petty per- 
secut; r of man. The cha: actor of the devil, 
as popularly conceived in the m iddle ages. 
the w riter traces to three so u rces-th e Bible 
narrative, certain passages of scripture 
forced or m isapplied, and notions draw n 
from heathen religions. 
The m edieval 
devil is a m aterial being, bearing a strong 
resem blance to m an, especially in his voice, 
put 
possessed 
of certain 
supernatural 
powers, though greatly lim ited in their 
exercise. 
The ways in which the devil tem pted the 
saints som etim es show great discernm ent 
and knowledge of character. Occasionally 
he is sh' wn to have resorted to very subtle 
devices, such nsgi-ring apparently orthos 
dox advice in tho form of a sermon. Usually 
his m alice could be guarded against simply 
by the sign of the cross. But the surest 
defence against him in latter tim es was 
the habit of a Franciscan friar, as the fol­ 
lowing story will show: "A friar who had 
deserted the order was followed by two 
brothers, who. in love for his soul, kept 
on urging him to return. 
As he obsti­ 
nately refused, they saw a black dog rush­ 
ing tow ard him . and, terrified at the sight, 
told Ii. rn to lie ware of the i gly beast. 
B ut he in his m adness pulled off his 
habit, and throw ing it awny, betook him ­ 
self to Hight. And when he had gone but 
a few yards the m onster, which, while he 
wore th e habit had been unable to touch 
him , having theu received power, leaped 
upon him , dragged him to the ground and 
strangled him sonuic Ty that the brothers, 
running up, found him already dead ” Iii 
general, the devil was left free to devote 
him self to his m ain object—the destruction 
of souls. To gain this end there were no 
pains he would not take, no situation rn 
w hich he would not place himself. "H e as­ 
sumed the likeness of an elegant young 
m an. in order to lead astray a girl called 
M ariken, whom he not unnaturally induced 
to change her nam e to Em m eken, any allu­ 
sion to the blessed virgin being specially 
distasteful to him . Through her m eans, 
I e gained more than a thou.-and souls, but 
was at last robbed of h s chief victim and 
accomp.ice through 
the efforts of her 
uncle, a holy priest, in spite of all his exer­ 
tions, for he teared th at on his return to 
bell he would be torm ented for his partial 
ill-sucecss, like a CnrUiagenian general. He 
clothed him self wi h i ho body of a beautiful 
princessoi Constantinople, lately dead, in 
order to m arry Ba d,w.n, count of F anders, 
on account*of the unrivalled opportunities 
for evil which this position would gii e Ii rn. 
And he acted for 13 years as lady’s maid to 
a Portuguese w m an nam ed Luna. but was 
robbed of h s prey after all, for since, amid 
all her wickedness, she had not censed to 
reverence SC, Francis and his disciple, St. 
Anihonv, they brought her the habit of 
their order on her deathbed and so saved 
her from the clutches pf the fiend.”

O become acquainted 
•with th e political his­ 
tory of the U nited 
States, it is necessary 
for one to study close­ 
ly th e lives of those 
who have been great 
actors in public af­ 
fairs. 
It has often 
been said th at the 
Am erican revolution 
had its beginning in 
th e workshops of the 
N orth End of B oston; 
b u t w hether this is 
tru e or not, 
it 
is 
only 
through the 
Hives and works of those who became its 
leaders and chief advocates th a t we can 
now best study the causes and philosophy 
of th a t political m ovem ent. The same tru th 
'aroids good w ith reference to every epoch in 
our own and th e history of other nations. 
Ju st how far the great m en in this world in- 
, finance and direct its destiny it is impos­ 
sible to d eterm in e; b ut w hether as directors 
or as voicing the public sentim ent, th eir 
lire* and thoughts are equally w orthy of 
our atten tio n and knowledge. 
It has been said th a t w hen th e world has 
a great work on hand, to be perform ed, 
Providence alw ays sends th e right person 
to accomplish it. H istory is full cf i lustra­ 
tions of this aphorism . No nation furnishes 
m ore instances of it th an our own. The 
A m erican revolution produced the most 
conspicuous group of wise and able m en 
in all history. The work to be done was the 
setting up of a new nation, and the rural 
colonies along th e A tlan tic coast produced 
aud put forward the m en who constructed 
th e Am erican Constitution, which tho fore­ 
m ost m an in the E ngland of today has pro­ 
nounced "The m ost w onderful work ever 
■truck off at a given tim e by th e brain and 
purpose of m an .” 
A constitution Is only a fram e of govern­ 
m ent. Its future history is the com pletion 
of the structure. The f- rm ation of a new 
governm ent calls for the exercise of the 
constructive faculties, and no m en have 
possessed these qualities in a higher degree 
than H am ilton, Madison and those others 
T ho were th e fathers of the A m erican Con­ 
stitution. 
The governm ent being started upon its 
course, the requirem ents of the tim es de­ 
m anded a rn w order of talent, which should 
rightly expound the untried constitution 
and construe it so as to m eet the needs of a 
practical people, whose business relations 
w ere soon to become so "vast, not only am ong 
them selves, b u t w ith all civilized nations. 
N ot only was th e general governm ent novel 
in its structure, but the separate State gov­ 
ernm ents were equally untried experim ents. 
F ortunately, th e generation succeeding th a t 
Which had accom plished the revolution, 
produced th e m en adequate to cope w ith 
th e great problem s to be solved. It was the 
era of great lawyers and great judges, m en 
of great learning, sound judgm ent, broad 
view s and prophetic vision, who divined the 
fu tu re of Am erica and interpreted her laws 
in a way to m ake possible the fulfilm ent of 
h er mission. 
It was into tills second generation th a t 
D aniel W ebster was bom . His father had 
been an officer in the old F rench wars, and 
in th a t of the Revolution. 
A fter the sur­ 
render a t Y orktow n he rem oved to Sauls- 
bury, in New H am pshire, where, on the 
18th of January. A. D. 1 7 8 2 , Daniel W ebster 
w as born. At th a t tim e. Saulsbury was al­ 
m ost a frontier town, and b u t few settle­ 
m ents had been m ade between bis fath er’s 
farm , and th e C anadian line. H s youth 
w as spent, as was th a t of all boys iu his 
situation in life, in hum ble em ploym ents 
about tho farm . M iseducation was gained in 
the districtschool.w hich was m aintained for 
about three m onths in each year. It is a 
singular fact, th a t the one who was to pos­ 
sess the m ost com m anding ana im pressive 
figure th a t ever stood in any forum should 
have been so frail in his boyhood th at the 
fear of his parents, lest he should be unable 
to earn a living by m anual labor was the 
reason of selecting him in preference to the 
Sider brother for college education and a 
professional career. It is also worthy of re­ 
m em brance. th at when a t th e academy, the 
boy who was to become th e first orator of 
bis tim e, w as unable to go through th e or­ 
deal of m aking a public declam ation, a re­ 
quirem ent th en more com m on in our public 
schools than a t th e present day. 
H e was adm itted to D artm outh College in 
3 707, and graduated therefrom in 1801. He 
did not take high rank as a student, but 
Was recognized as the first m an in tile col­ 
lege. 
He im m ediately com m enced tile 
Study of th e law, in th e office of a Mr. 
T'ompson. who was the nearest ne ghbor of 
his father in Saulsbury. By reason of the 
poverty of his fam ily he w ent to Fryeburg. 
Me., and tau g h t th e academ y there for a 
a short tim e, on a salary of $1 per day, and 
during bis evenings copied deeds at the 
registry for th a t county. T here still exist 
tw o large folio volum es in the handw riting 
of Daniel W ebster. 
In Septem ber, 1802, he returned to the 
office of Mr. Tompson and continued his 
legal studies for a year aud a half, giving a 
large share of his tim e to geneial literature. 
In July, 1804. be rem oved to Boston, hav­ 
ing been adm itted as a student into the 
office of Christopher Gore, afterw ards gov­ 
ernor of M assachusetts, who wrote the fa­ 
m ous T hanksgiving proclam ation which 
Governor B utler copied in 1883. 
In the spring of 1805 Mr. W ebster was ad­ 
m itted to th e practice of th e law in the 
C oart of Common Pleas for Suffolk county. 
He a t once returned to Boscawen, then his 
fath er’s residence, and there opened his 
office. 
In May. 1807, he was adm itted as an at­ 
torney and counseller of th e Superior Court 
In New H am pshire, and in Septem ber of 
Shut year rem oved to Portsm outh, which 
was then the largest town rn the State. 
Here he becam e acquainted with Jerem iah 
Mason, who was one of the ablest lawyers 
in America. He obtained very early a large 
practice, and was a constant com petitor of 
Mr. Mason at the bar. 
It is not an uncom m on habit w ith w riters 
of biographies to exaggerate the prom ise in 
youth of those who afterw ards become 
g reat in any departm ent in life. It was not 
inearly life th a t Daniel W ebster, who. %©* 
yond doubt, was the largest intellect Amor­ 
a l b a yet produced, gave promise of 


future distinction. His grow th was steady, 
rapid and natural from his first years in 
school un til he reached the age of 50, before 
which tim e he had perform ed the best work 
of his life. His fam ous 7th of March speech, 
delivered w hen nearly 70 years of age, 
owes m uch of its reputation and celebrity 
to the im portant events to which it related. 
Though exhibiting great powers, it sui.era 
m uch when compared w ith his own per­ 
form ances 20 years earlier in date. 
D uring his nine yea s’ residence in Ports 
m outh ho had won the second position at 
the New H am pshire bar, Jerem iah Mason, 
who was 14 years the senior of W ebster, 
holding w ithout d saute the first. 
It would hardly be expected th at the 
courts of New H am pshire, at th e bf ginning 
of the century, would furnish causes that, 
would be tho occasion for the display of 
great forensic ta eat. The poputat on of 
the State was sm all, and. excepting Ports­ 
m outh, which had a c* usldei able foreign 
and dom estic commerce, devoted to agri­ 
cultural pursuits. H er large m anufacturing 
industries of the present day w* re then un- 
known. Excepting here and there a grist 
m ill, for local use, and sawm ills on the 
banks of th e stream s, not a wheel had besa 
erected w ithin her lim its. 
If her w ealth was sm all and h er indus­ 
tries trifling, her population was intelligent 
and intensely interested, as it has always 
been, iu political questions. 
Portsm outh 
was then no; only the largest and m ost im ­ 
portant town, but it was as pro-em nently 
the political centre of the S tate as Boston is 
of M assachusetts today. H er ships going to 
and com ing from every port town in Am er­ 
ica and Europe gave to it an interest and 
charm th a t has long since pa-reed away. At 
a tim e w hen newspapers were lew and but 
little read, as com pared w ith t day, every 
m aster of a ship and every sailor before the 
m ast was a sort of vehicle of intelligence of 
w hat was being done and thought in Pos­ 
ton, New York, Philadelphia and Charles- 
ton. and the news thus brought to Ports­ 
m outh a week later was rehearsed and dis­ 
cussed in every store and tai em in New 
H am pshire. 
The w ar between E ngland and France, re­ 
sulting in Milan decrees by one, and Orders 
in Council by the other, had been felt upon 
this side of th e A tlantic; as the governm ent 
of the U nited States had retaliated upon 
those tw o nations, by her em bargo, which 
put a sudden stop to our com m erce, aud 
left the shipping cf tho country idle. 
Though Mr. W ebster had always been in­ 
terested in political questions, and studied 
profoundly the Constitution anet all ques- 
t ons of public law, it was not until 1812, 
w hen he had reached the ago of 30, th a t he 
had held a public office. The great excite­ 
m ent created by the acts of Jeffers n a ad­ 
m inistration, in those purts'of the country 
engaged iii com m ercial pursuits, was felt 
as keenly at Portsm outh as 
elsewhere, 
and a num ber of public addresses delivered 
by Mr. W ebster upon the political questions 
of the day, in which he voiced w ith rem ark­ 
able clearness and pow er the general feel­ 
ings of the com m unity against the impolicy 
of the adm inistration, attracted attention 
to him as the fittest person to represent 
them in the national Congress. 
He was 
elected to the T hirteenth Congress and took 
his seat on the 24th of May, 1813. 
He was then 30 years of age. His legal 
training, in constant com petition for five 
years w ith Mason, and o casionally w ith 
Sam uel D exter of the M assachusetts bar, 
had given 
him confidence in his own 
strength. D uring this period, h s stylo of 
w riting and speaking had been form ed, the 
florid rhetoric of his earliest efforts having 
crystalized into a clear, sim ple, but forcible 
style, w hich approaches nearest to the per­ 
fect model, in which the thought of m an 
has ever been expressed in soc ken words. 
W ith such preparation, and such equip­ 
m ent, Daniel W ebster com m enced his pub­ 
lic career, which was destined to continue 
w ith but short periods of interruption until 
his death in 1852. 
Tw enty-lour years had elapsed since the 
C onstitution had been ratified and the 
nation established under it. Ten im portant 
am endm ents had been proposed by t i e 
first session of the First, one by the Third 
and one by the E ighth Congress, and those 
12 am endm ents had been ratified by the 
constitutional num ber of States. The gen­ 
eration follow ing th a t which had estab­ 
lished independence bad succeeded to the 
control of the governm ent. Jam es Madison 
was president, but the two houses wore 
c< mposod of m en who had w itnessed the 
birth of a nation w ith the w ondering eyes 
of boyhood and heard the story of the great 
struggle from the lips of those who had 
been actors in it. W ashington, F ranklin, 
H am ilton and many others were dead, 
while Jeffe "son, Adams and most of there 
associate s had closed th eir political career. 
■ It is well known w ith w hat ditiicu ty the 
Constitution had been agreed to in the con­ 
vention. and tho efforts put forth by W ash­ 
ington. H am ilton and Madison to secure its 
ratification. There was a powerful m inor­ 
ity, not only in num bers, hu t in character 
and ability, hi every State, th a t used their 
utm ost exertions for its rejection. 'Bb© fact 
was there was no national sentim ent and 
fe e in g pervading tho thirteen 
colonies 
w hich could be appealed to as a bond of 
union. Each had its own traditions and ex­ 
periences, distinct and independent of all 
all 
others, 
and 
the 
prophetic 
vision 
of 
Am erica 
and 
her 
future 
great­ 
ness. as a nation, could not enter into or 
affect th e im agination of the great body of 
her people. 
A national sentim ent was, 
therefore, to be created. 
No person saw this defect m ore clearly, or 
appreciated more fully the necessity of its 
rem oval, than Daniel W ebster. 
D iscontent had been m anifested in sev­ 
eral quarters, and two rebellious of sm ajl 
proportions, had been suppressed by arms, 
or a display of force. 
The nation was, at the date of Mr. W eb­ 
ster's entry upon the floor of Congress, at 
w ar w ith G reat Britain, which grow out of 
the continental system w hich she attem pted 
to enforce as a part of hor means of w arfare 
against Napoleon. The war was extrem ely 
unpopular in those parts of the country 
w here 
commercial 
interests w ere para­ 
m ount; and the Federal party, to which 
Mr. W ebster was attached, being in the 
m inority, contented itself, as all m inority 
parties 
are 
apt to do under like cir­ 
cum stances, 
w ith 
criticism s 
of 
the 
m eans 
and 
m ethods 
which 
th e 
ad­ 
m inistration 
had adopted 
for carrying 
on 
th e 
war. 
E arly 
in 
the 
ses­ 
sion, Mr. W ebster presented a series of reso­ 
lutions, relative to the repeal of the Berlin 
and Milan decrees. On the lo th of June 
he delivered his m aiden speech in support 
of these resolutions. Tho ugli no report of 
his first effort has been preserved, it is 
know n to have enchained the attention of 
the whole House, and to have established 
his reputation as an orator of the first order. 
By chance, the chief justice, John M arshall, 
was of his audience, and 
was 
so im ­ 
pressed bv it, th at he wrote to his friend, 
Judge Story, th a t ‘‘Mr. W ebster would be­ 
come one of the very first statesm en of 
America, and perhaps the very first.” Mr. 
Lowndes, the em inent representative from 
South Carolina, did not hesitate to say, th at 
the "N orth had not his equal, nor the 8outh 
his superior.” He had exhibited at the 
threshold of his career th at variety of 
know ledge and intim ate fam iliarity with 
th e history of the governm ent, those just 
views of the obligations of nations in their 
dealings 
w ith 
each 
other, 
th a t deep 
national feeling and sentim ent, w hich was 
part and parcel of his very being, which 
thereafter was to be his inspiration and 
guide through life. 
Upon his return to the fourteenth Con­ 
gress, to w hich tie had been elected, a new 
order of things presented itself. The war 
had been brought to a successful close, 
which added new glory and renown to the 
A m erican arm s, both on tho land aud on 
th e sea. The country arose w ith an elastic 
step from the depression of the war, and en­ 
tered joyously upon a new era of prosperity, 
at th at period w ithout exam ple. The effect 
of the em bargo and of the war had been to 
compel th e nation to look w ithin itself for 
the m eans of support, which had resulted 
in tho establishm ent of innum erable m anu­ 
factories, the opening up and working of 
our inexhau til Ie m ines of coal and iron. 
Nor had it ne u w ithout its effect upon the 
seutim enis aud feelings of the whole peo 
pie. T here was som ething for the nation to 
be proud of in the valor which had been 
shown by her so diers and sailors, and a 
national inheritance tor all tim e had coma 
to it in th e nam es of Jackson, Hall, Decatur 
and Bainbridge. 
The immense activities set in motion at 
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the close of the w ar of the rebellion were 
paralleled upon a sm aller sealo a t the close 
of the second war w ith England. 
A new 
tide of im m igration set 'n, and the W estern 
te rrito re s bogan to till up w ith a rapidity 
th a t had then no precedent. H ie political 
questions which had thus far divined the 
people, had gone out of date, and the now 
issues had not as yet taken form. W hen 
men have nothing of im portance to dispiito 
over they are very apt to be friends 
Thus 
it was, th at w ith the adm inistration of 
Monroe was ushered in the era of good feel­ 
ing. which, however, was destined to lie of 
brief continuance, for a new order of things 
could not fail to bring up problem s for solu­ 
tion w hich diff erent m inds would attem pt 
to solve in different ways, 
Th© pruic pal questions befi re tho four­ 
teenth Congress were the rechartering of 
the Bank of the U nited States, the tariff 
and tim regulation of the currency. I he 
tariff bill of 
18In, wuioh imposed the 
m inim um duty on coarse coft >11 fabrics, 
was passed through ti e influence of Cal­ 
houn and other Southern members, and 
against th© protest of Mr. W ebster and the 
New England representatives. 
, 
At this tim e. the com m erce of tho North 
©as large, and her im nufactones com para­ 
tively sm all; w hile the com m erce of tho 
cotton .States was insignificant, and it was 
expected th a t their m anufactories would 
soi ai De very large. Then W ebster was very 
near to being a free trader, and Cal boun, a 
stout protectionist. As is well known, in 
tho course of tim e, the industries of the 
sections were changed, and the opinions of 
the two representative statesm en of the 
country were modified, W ebster becoming 
the chief advocate of protection, and Cal­ 
houn, the cham pion of free trade. 
At th e close of the fourteenth Congress, 
Mr. W ebster rem oved his residence lo Bos­ 
ton, for the purpose of seeking a wider field 
for the exercise of his professional talents. 
He had com pleted four years of service in 
the national Congress, w here he m et Clay, 
Calhoun, Lowndes. Gaston, Forsyth and 
other able m en of the period. It had given 
to him a wide reputation aa an orator and 
statesm an, and upon his rem oval to Basten, 
it was very m uch like returning to one’s 
home. He was welcomed most cordially by 
the liar, and the social circles of the city 
opened wine their doers to receive him. 
During the succeeding five or six years 
he rem ained, w ith a single exception, dis­ 
connected from public office and devoted 
his whole energies to his profession, where 
he gained a position which has never yet 
been reached bv any law yer in the country. 
It would not be easy to determ ine w hether 
his argum ents at the bar or his speeches in 
the Senate furnish the surest foundation 
for his fam e to rest upon. 
As a lawyer, it fell to his lot to take part 
in m any rases w here were to be discussed 
and decided questions involving a construc­ 
tion of the Constitution in some of its most 
im portant provisions, which gave to his 
labors a character distinct from th a t of the 
ordinary practitioner, and attracted to him 
the atte n t on of the general public alm ost 
as m uch as his speeches in the Senate were 
destined to do. 
In March, 1818, he argued before the 
Suprem o Court of the U nited States, the 
D artm outh College case. 
In 1816, the 
Legis'atuve of New H am pshire, passed an 
act, altering very m aterially the charter of 
the college. The old board of trustees com­ 
m enced an action in the Court of Common 
Pleas for Grafton county. The only point 
in the case was w hether the acts of the 
Legislature were binding upon the corpora­ 
tion w ithout its assent, and not in viola­ 
tion of the Constitution of the United 
States. It was first argued by Jerem iah 
Mason, and Jerem iah Sm ith for the plain­ 
tiffs, and by the attorney general for the 
defendants, and was decided by tile Su­ 
perior Court, tile opinion being given by 
th e chief justice th a t the acts of the Legis­ 
lature were binding upon the corporation, 
w ithout its consent, and not repugnant to 
the Constitution. The case was removed 
la th e Suprem e Court of the U nited States. 
.Wseph Hockinson of Philadelphia appeared 
w ith Mr. W ebster for the college, and the 
other side was represented by Mr. Holmes 
of Maine and W illiam W irt, tile attorney 
general. 
Though Mr. W ebster was the 
junior counsel, the honors of the great 
argum ent were freely accorded to him . 
The 
court, 
in 
an 
opinion 
which 
followed closely in his lino of 
reason­ 
ing, 
reversed 
the 
dceison 
of 
the 
S tate judges, and fixed for an indefinite 
future tho power of State legislatures to in­ 
terfere w ith or to alter the charters of pri­ 
vate corporations. 
Mr. 
Hopkinson, 
his 
senior associate, wrote to the president of 
the college th at he ought to have Inscribed 
over the door of his building: "Founded by 
Elcaser W heelock, refounded by Daniel 
W ebster.” 
This was the first great cause which had 
been given to Mr. W ebster for argum ent, 
and it established his position aB a lawyer 
as the equal of Pinckney, who had been 
w ithout a rival at the head of his profession. 
It would not he possible w ithin the limit* 
of this sketch to even enum erate the long 
list of im portant causes, m any of them Bi­ 
r d y ng the validity of legislative acts, and 
affect ng in a direct m anner, the interests of 
the general governm ent. T here bas proba­ 
bly never been presented to any judicial 
tribunal for its decision, a m ore im portant 
question than th a t of Gibbons and Ogden. 
The Legislature of New York had passed 
an act securing to Robert R. Livingston and 
Robert Fulton, the exclusive right for a 
term of years, to navigate all the w aters 
w ithin the jurisdiction of th a t State, with 
vessels moved by steam , 
'th is claim of 
right had been assailed to Aaron Ogden for 
the purpose of navigating a I w ater between 
E lizabethtow n in New Jersey and tile city 
of New York, who had brought a bill 
against one Gibbons, for interfering with 
his rights under this assignm ent. 
The 
chancellor of New York had granted an in­ 
junction and the Court of Appeals had 
affirmed the validity of the law of th at 
State. 
The State of Connecticut had resorted to 
retaliatory m easures, and passed an act 
m aking it an offence for any steam vessel 
to enter her w aters under the license of 
Livingston and Fulton. New Jersey had a 
sim ilar law upon her statutes. The rase 
was carried to the Suprem e Court of the 
U nited States upon appeal and was argued 
in the February term , 1 8 2 4 , by Mr. W ebster 
and W illiam W irt lo; the plaintiffs, and by 
Messrs. Oakley and E m m ett for the de­ 
fendants in error. 
Tim decision of the 
court was against the validity of the law of 
New York, affirming th at the com m erce of 
the whole country was a unit and not liable 
to be restricted by the acts of the several 
States. Mr. W ebster onoe expressed the 
opinion th a t no service of his had ever been 
of greater value to the country than th i t 


rendered by him in this justly celebrated 
case. Mr. Justice Wayne, a quarter of acen- 
tury later, referring to Mr. Webs er’s argu­ 
m ent on behalf of Giboons. stated th a t t e 
court had rendered a decision in accordance 
w ith his views, which had resulted "in re­ 
leasing every c reek and river, lake, bay and 
harbor in our country from the interference 
of monopolies.” 
Among t tie other historic cases w ith w hich 
the nam e and fame of W ebster is associated 
may be num bered th se of Ogden and 
Saunders, the Bank of tho U nited States 
against Prim rose, the G irard will case, th at 
of the Rhode Is and governm ent and the 
trial of John Francis K napp for tho m urder 
of Captain W hite. 
In 1820 Mr. W ebster w as elected a dele­ 
gate from Boston to Hie convention w atch 
had been called for the purpose of revising 
tho State constitution. It was presided over 
by tho venerable John Adams, and con­ 
tained nearly all tho m en of distinction then 
living in M assachusetts. Its work resulted 
in the submission of 14 am endm ents to the 
people, n ne of which were ratified and be­ 
came a part of the constitution. 
It was during the sittings of the conven­ 
tion th a t Mr. W ebster prepared and deliv­ 
ered tho oration before tho P i’grim Society 
at Plym outh on the tw o-hundredth anni­ 
versary of the lauding of the Pilgrim s. He 
had already won 
great distinction and 
honor iu two distinct fields—the bar and the 
Legislature — and 
was now to w n the 
triple crown upon tho p’atform before such 
an audience as oould only be assem bled in 
New England upon an anniversary which 
was dear to the heart of every descendent 
of the Pilgrim s, and of these who were 
sharers w ith them of tho fruits of their 
toils. 
N othing w ith a sing’e excep ion. 
wh ch Daniel W ebster ever did. so endeared 
him to the people of New E ngland as the 
oration a t Plym outh. 
The whole country rung w ith its praises. 
It was the nation’s epic set in stately prose. 
It was more than that. 
It wa* th e produc­ 
tion of a m ind th a t believed the past in all 
its tine relations and looked to the future 
w ith prophetic vision and read the sci oil ol 
h story th a t was yet unrolled. T here was 
but one class of citizens in all Am erica who 
were not proud of Daniel W ebster—the 
slave-traders, lits burm ite philippic against 
this uefar.ous traffic m ay well have be n the 
kindling of the torch which was to blaze up 
into the great conflagration th a t consumed 
the Inst vestiges of slavery in the civil war. 
This was followed by the address at the 
laying of the corner stone of B unker Hill 
m onum ent, in 1825, th a t at its completion 
in 1843 and the eulogy upon Adam s and 
Jefferson in 1826. T here is nothing in the 
literature of any nation, perform ed bv man 
outside of the profession 
for which he 
was especially 
trained, 
th a t will bear 
a com parison w ith these four orations. 
The p u b ic voice again called upon Mr. Web­ 
ster to enter the public service, and in the 
fall of 1822 he was elected, by a very large 
m ajority, to represent the town of Boston n 
th e E ighteenth Congress. Jam es Monroe 
was president. The old Federal party had 
disintegrated and the Republican party of 
Jefferson w as on its death bed. The “e ra of 
good feeling” was then at its full tide. The 
whole country was in a state of rest and 
pro*! erity, w ith no political quest ons agitat­ 
ing the public m ind. In the presidential 
election of 1824 all of the four candidates 
had form erly belonged to tho old Republican 
party. They were put forw ard and sup­ 
ported by reason of personal 
friendship 
rather than from the political views which 
they entertained. 
In Europe a reaction had set in after the 
overthrow of Napoleon, and the leading 
sovereigns of Europe, for the m utual pro­ 
tection of thoir thrones, and to discourage 
and oppose all m ovem ents w hich should 
threaten danger to the principle of the 
"divine right of kings,” had form ed among 
them selves a "holy alliance.” It had m et 
in congress at Troppau, I .ay bach and at 
Verona. From these places it had sent 
forth its circulars of instruction to minis­ 
ter, announcing the results of its delibera­ 
tions. From Laybach it was made known 
to the world th at ail "useful and necessary 
changes in legislation and in the adm inis­ 
tration of states’ rights only to em anate 
from th e free will and intelligent and 
well-weighed conviction of these whom 
God had rendered responsible for power.” 
The rising of tho G reeks to free them selves 
from the oppression of the Turkish power in 
1820, w ith which struggle tho nam es of 
ixird Byron and our own Dr. Howe are as­ 
sociated, was the occasion of another m ani­ 
festo which described th e revolfttiou as a 
'‘crim inal com bination,” and exoressed the 
regret of its authors th a t this "fire brand of 
rebellion ha^l been throw n into the Ottoman 
E m pire.” The struggle of the Greeks ap­ 
pealed to the sym pathy of a civilized people. 
President Monroe in two annual messages 
had callod it to tho attention of Congress, 
aud in response thereto Mr. W ebster, earlier 
in tile session, offered a resolution providing 
for tire appointm ent of an agent or commis­ 
sioner to Greece, w henever the President 
should deem it expedient. 
Upon this resolution he m ade his speech 
upon the "Revolution in Greece.” which he 
m ade the occasion for a discussion of the 
principles prom ulgated by the "Holy Al­ 
liance,” which was translated into many 
foreign languages and read as extensively 
in 
Europe 
as 
in America. 
Jerem iah 
Mason, who w atched w ith the keenest 
interest every stop in the grow th of the 
young m ind, which he first m et at the bar 
in Portsm outh, pronounced this speech "the 
best sam ple of parliam entary eloquence and 
statesm anlike reasoning which our county 
can show .” This speech was always a favor­ 
ite w ith Mr. W ebster him self. He used to 
soy th at ha was morn proud of it "than of 
any child in the fam ily.” 
In 1824 the great debate came on over a 
revision of the tariff of 1816. It was led by 
H enry Clay, on the side of high protection, 
who then gave to tile system the term 
"Am erican policy,” for the purpose of draw ­ 
ing an invidious distinction between tho** 
in sym pathy w ith his views and those whe 
opposed them . N otw ithstanding the large 
increase of m anufacturing industries in 
New E ngland since the tariff act of 1816. 
Mr. W ebster was still an advocate of w hat 
Mr. Clay tauntingly called the "foreign 
policy.” A fter all th a t can be said in ex­ 
planation of the changed position which 
Calhoun and W ebster afterw ards took upon 
this subject, the record of Henry Clay with 
regard to tho tariff legislation was uni­ 
form ly consistent, and toe one mo t to be 
envied. The two greater m inds were largely 
affected by local sentim ent and interests, 
from which Mr. Clay was free, or to which 
he never surrendered. 
The session of Congress commencing in 
December. 1825. was the first under the 
administration of John Quincy Adams. 
The friends of General Jackson and Mr. 


Crawford, including some of th© supporters 
of Mr. Clay, joined in a violent opposition to 
th e adm inistration. It was destined to un ­ 
popularity from the start, ow ing in great 
m easure to the m anner in which the elec­ 
tion had been brought ab o u t Tire charge 
of a "corrupt bargain” betw een Mr. Adams 
and Clay, though devoid of a probability of 
its truth, did not fail of its effect npi n the 
general public. Though never very friendly 
w ith Mr. Adams, he gave to his adm inistra­ 
tion a cordial support 
In June, 1827, Mr. W ebster was elected to 
the Senate of the U nited States, though Mr. 
Adams, w ith a naturel 
perverseness of 
judgm ent uDon such subjects, d eiced the 
election of Governor Lincoln. The repre­ 
sentatives of tho people, better than their 
president, saw to whom* this post of honor 
was due. 
It was during bis first year of 
service 
in the Senate th at the tariff 
question was again 
brought before the 
two 
Houses, 
owing to th e deppressed 
condition of the woollen m anufactures 
through 
the 
inadoiuato 
protection 
secured 
to them 
by the tariff act of 
1824. 
The m ajority of tire two Houses 
being in favor of the protect va principle, a 
new bill was passed, w hich has since been 
known as the tariff of 1828. 
It was on this occasion th a t Mr. W ebster 
left his positi n. strongly savoring of free 
trace, and joined the ranks of the protec­ 
tionists, with w horn lie thereafter rem ained. 
The elect o n 'n 1828 resulted in placing 
Gene! a1 Jackson in the president’* chair. 
It was certain th a t no I ngering rem nants 
of tho ere of good feeling in politics could 
long r m ain w th him at tho head of tire 
governm ent. 
S traight-forw ard, 
narrow 
m inded, self-willed, ho looked upon the 
office of president very m uch like th at of 
a m a or gi ncral in com m and of an arm y in 
active service. Those who opposed him 
were enemies to be conquered; those who 
support! d him good soldiers, to Ire re­ 
warded by promotion. T here w as no doubt­ 
ing or hesitat ng w th him as to his policy, 
aud tho people idolized him for those quali­ 
ties, for he was patriot c to the ve y core. 
Since the war of 1812 great changes had 
taken place throughout the countr . The 
N orthern 
States had become m anufac 
luring centres,tho North w estTerr tories had 
filled up w th a largo and floutishing popu­ 
lation. while the South had been di ap­ 
pointed in the expectation entertained 
early in tho century th a t there were to be 
planted the industries which the North 
then reourely held. 
Though disappointed in these reaper's. 
tho Southern States had received their full 
share i f til© g< neral prosperity. Tho rotten 
C lop bad increased from 2.OOO,OOO pounds 
in 1 7 ’3 to 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 pounds in 1830. arid 
the exports from 7 1 .0 0 0 ,0 0 0 pounds in 1803 
to 2 7 1 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 in 181 0 . It had prei ed since 
W hitney’s invention tire m ost profitable ag­ 
ricultural product in the wor'.d. It had 
built up in tho Gulf States a large class of 
w ealthy men, whose minds, tem per and 
character had been formed and m oulded by 
the institution of slavery. Tin y believed 
th at co;ton could only I e successfully cul­ 
tivated bv slave labor, and began lo look 
upon the general governm ent as useful to 
them in accordance with tire m easure of 
protection which it coil d extend to their 
peculiar institutions. A vory laree part of 
their products being exported, they began 
to look upon all tariff laws as oppressive, 
and denounced the acts of 1824 and 1828 
as "acts of abom ination.” Mr. Calhoun was 
the m ental autocrat of the ireuth. He knew 
his people as well as an Iud an ch el the 
niem beis of his tribe, and they followed 
him as willingly. 
He form ulated th eir thoughts into resolu 
lions and platL roil, and expressed their 
aims in his sue dies. He was endowed by 
nature w th great gilts, and had cultivated 
them by labor and study beyond th a t of any 
public m an of his day. 
He never reached 
the height of real greatness. His m ind was 
narrow, but intense; his logic severe and 
subtle. He was consum ed by a burning 
ambition, which led him to banish all 
Hiuitny reel cation, and held hint fast to 
the work of its realization. 
If his m ind 
sometimes in its scope took in tire whole 
country, his heart ceased its beating north of 
Mason 
and D ixon’s line. 
The lines of 
W hittier upon John Randolph would ba 
equally applicable to John C. C alhoun: 


•‘Too honest or too pron J to feign 
A love he never cherts lied. 
Beyond Virginia's border line 
Ills patriotism poi titled.” 
Mr. W ebster, though always respecting 
his talent* and character, detected very 
early, aud foretold tire drift of his political 
sentim ents and tho result to w hich they 
would logically lead. 
After the passage of the new tariff bill a 
m eeting of the South Carolina delegation 
was callod in W ashington, for tire purpose 
of considering th e advisability of resisting 
its enforcem ent in th at State. A sim ilar 
m eeting was called in lh# w inter of 1861, 
after the election of Mr. Lincoln. Sabre 
quently the Legislature adopted its famous 
"exposition and protest,” which am ounted 
to a declaration th at the laws of Congress 
were not binding upon a sovereign State 
against its will, and th at the tariff furnished 
a case for resistance. This m ovem ent in 
South Carolina attracted but little atten 
lion, but the eagle eye of Mr. W ebster saw 
it and waited for its dovelopmi n t With 
interest and anxiety. 
It was known by 
him th at the sentim ents of the Legislature 
of South Carolina expressed the views of 
Mr. Calhoun, who w as the vice president of 
the U nited .States. Iii w hat way. at w hat 
tim e, or in w hat form the contest would be 
precipitated could not be foretold 
It has 
been said th at all wars have had two parts— 
a w ar of words aud a conflict of arm s. The 
first p art was soon to be enacted. It came 
in a w ay least to have been expected. 
On the 29th of December. 1829, Mr 
Foote, a senator from Connecticut, intro­ 
duced a resolution of inquiry in regard to 
tho sales and surveys of our W estern lands. 
It was an ordinary business subject, and o h o 
not likely to excite a political discussion. It 
had been debated for several days w ithout 
exciting any espooial interest, when, on tho 
19th of January, General Hayne of South 
Carolina delivered an elaborate speech, in 
which he took occasion to assail the New 
E ngland States, accusing them of a selfish 
design to prevent the grow th of the W est­ 
ern States, which had originated in the 
policy of a protective tariff, 't he following 
day Mr. W ebster delivered his first speech 
upon Foote’s resolutions in reply to Mr. 
Hayne. On the 21st Mr. Hayne commenced 
his reply to Mr. W ebster, which was finished 
on the 25th by reason of an adjournm ent of 
the Senate. He again assailed New Eng­ 
land. M assachusetts, called in question the 
consistency of Mr. W ebster, and concluded 
w ith a defence of the doctrines of nullifica­ 
tion. which he fully elaborated and ex­ 
plained. It was known th at Mr. W ebster 
had the floor, and was to reply the follow­ 
ing day. 
Mr. W ebster was then 48 years of age, 
w ith all his m ental faculties at the height 
of their developm ent, 
The Senate cham ber, upon the 26th, pre­ 
sented a scene tire m ost m em orable ever 
witnessed w ithin its walls. The galleries 
and every foot of space was filled with an 
audience aa notable as was ever assembled 
in ancient or m odem times. The House of 
R epresentatives had been deserted, its m em ­ 
bers crowding around the seats of the sena­ 
tors, until in aisle or on the floor there was 
no longer room for another hum an being. 
Calhoun, the vice president, was in the 
chair. Mr. W ebster knew aud felt th at it 
was for him the great occasion of his life. 
His audience knew th a t he fo.t it in the 
splendor of his eye, w hich shone with the 
cr nsidousness of power and the anticipation 
of victory. All th a t a people loving their 
country, proud of their governm ent, at­ 
tached to their constitution could hopeof the 
one pu t forw ard to act as their cham pion 
when their cher shed institutions were as­ 
sailed. D aniel Webster realized for them on 
this occasion. It was the suprem e effort of 
his life, and after th a t but little could he 
added to his fame. 
It is doubtful if in 
any form er age a greater intellectual 
achievem ent has ever I een witnessed. The 
doctrines of nullification were so shattered 
in this encounter th a t a who’e generation 
was destined lo pass awny be ore the spirit 
born of them was to assert itself in armed 
rebellion, th ' n to be again broken and 
overthrown. 
Two years later, Mr. Calhoun, who had 
witnessed (rom his chair th e overthrow of 
his follower in the great debate, resigned 
his office as rice p i asiden t , and was returned 
again to the Senate, He probably felt th at 
the duty rested upon him of taking up the 
contest and presenting aga:n his theory oI 


State rights and n u ll'Boation in a form in 
which it m ight stand justified before the 
world. The public judgm ent, however, had 
been m ade up, and though his speech be­ 
fore th e Senate was in some respects far 
abler than th a t of General Hayne, yet it did 
not win support to his side. It called upon 
Mr. W ebster for a reply, which was mado 
In a purely constitutional argum ent of great 
strength and power, 
In 1840. General Harrison was elected 
president by a very large m ajority. The Re­ 
publicans and Dem ocrats had controlled the 
governm ent since the days of John Adams. 
For the first tim e in his public life Mr. 
W ebster saw the party of his choice in con­ 
trol of the a Im nistration. General H arr son 
tendered to W ebster the choice of pi sition 
in his cabinet, and he selected rmd accepted 
th at of secretary of state. 
Mr. W ebster had been to E ngland tire 
year pre\ lous. and having m ade the ac­ 
quaintance of her public men, he thought 
he would lie able to ad nst and settle 
tire long dispute betw een the two coun­ 
tries in regard to the boundary line, which. 
at th at tim e, in conn orion w ith the cafe of 
the "Caro m e.” and the arrest and trial of 
Mclreod by the S tate of New York, threat­ 
ened w ar between E n s and and the United 
States. He believed th a t the canso of civil- 
iza ion dem anded th at all such quest ons 
should be settled by the us© of reason 
rath er than of arm s. Deeply impressed 
w tn this feeling, and of the im portance of 
the subject to his own country, after the 
death of G eneral H arrison and the retire­ 
m ent of ihe other m em bers of the cabinet, 
he rem ained with his successor until tire 
treaty of W ashington, m ade by h !niseif and 
Lord Ashburton, had been ratified by the 
two n at Otis. 
In 1843 he retired from the cabinet of 
Pres dent Taylor, and in the following year 
was aga ii returned to the Senate from 
Mas uc 11 use its. 
He 
ti ok 
his 
seat 
four 
days after 
the passage of the joint resolutions for 
the annexation of Texas. It was a m easure 
I roucht forw ard in th e interest of tho slave 
power, to w hich Mr. W ebster was opposed. 
Tho w ar upon Mexico followed in 1846-7, 
and th* ugh he was ready to veto for the 
su rp o it of the arm y engaged in it in com­ 
mon w ith tire great body of the people at 
the N orth, he thought the w ar made upon 
insufficient 
grounds and for 
sectional 
reasons. 
The controversies growing out of the ad­ 
mission of new States, the acquisition of 
territory and the agitation of the slavery 
question by its opponents a t tho North, had 
excited anew the sectional leelm gs of the 
South, which again threatened the contam 
anqe of the Union. Mr. Clay again came 
forward w ith his propositions of "com pre­ 
m ise.” which w ere thought sufficient to 
avert the conflict, and in their sui port on 
tho 7tli 
of 
M arch. I860, Mr. W ebster 
made 
his 
last 
great 
speech 
in 
the 
Senate. 
It 
cost 
him 
the 
popular 
tty 
which 
he 
had 
so 
long 
enjoyed 
in 
his 
own 
State 
and 
throughout 
the whole N orth. It has generally been 
described as a surrender to tire dem ands of 
the slave power, and as iv bid for support 
from th a t quarter. Those who com plain of 
Mr. W ebster lift a voice against a universal 
law of nature w hich control all m en alike 
There is no instance in history of a states 
m an who has caught tire spirit of two great 
eras i lia nation s developm ent and been a 
controlling d rector in each. Mr. W ebster 
was now an old m an. upon whom tho un­ 
told labors of 60 years had left there m ark, 
the fires of youth had burnt out, the energies 
and power of m iddle life were percept.bly 
lessened. In his m em orable reply to Hayne 
he had draw n a picture of the nat on 
drenched w ith "fraternal blood," and ex 
pressed the hope th at his last lingering 
glance m ight not behold it realized. His 
real work of life was now ended, his course 
com pleted. 
Upon the death of General Taylor, his 
successor, Mr. Fillm ore, again nailed Mr, 
W ebster to fill the office of secretary of 
state, which he held at the tim e of his 
death, which occurred at hre beloved M arsh­ 
field, surrounded by his fam ily and friends, 
in the m onth of October, 1862.

T here 
was a

His love of tho ocean and m ountain scenory 
was as keen and 
sym pathetic as that 
of 
Bvron. 
His 
im agination ‘was like 
th at of Milton, and 
scattered through 
his speeches and orations are figures and 
pictures in prose th at rival tho best in 
tho Paradise Lest. Ho never spoke for pres­ 
ent effect or to please the popular taste. He 
never indulged in a joke, a w itticism , or 
told a story. Thoro was a sense of hum or 
in his nature, but he never gave a rein 
to it on a public occasion. His pathos was 
deep l.ke th* ocean, and som etim es flowed 
as strong as its tides. His figure was as 
m a e Hic as his mind. 
Wi erever he w alked the crowd turned to 
behold him , arid w ere awed by his pres­ 
ence. It was not alone tire partiality of his 
countrym en th at aw arded to him the high 
est position am ong their orators and states­ 
men. His nam e was known and honored in 
all lands. He im pressed the loading men 
iu England as he had his own countrym en. 
The w itty Sydney Sm ith described him as 
"a steam engine in breeches.” Carlyle m et 
him a t the breakfast table in Loudon, aud 
though not as a rule liable to over praise an 
Am erican, wrote of him in these words; 
"H e is a m agnificent spec m en. You m ight 
say to all tire world, ‘This is our Yankee 
E nglishm an’; such lim bs are 
m ade 
in 
Yankee land. As a logic fencer, advocate 
or parliam entary Hercules, one would in­ 
cline to back him at first sight against ail 
the ex tan t w orld.” The historian, Hallam , 
in more becom ing words, thought th a t "he 
approached as nearly to the beau-ideal of a 
Republican senator as any m an I have ever 
seen in the course of my life; w orthy of 
Rome or Venice, rather than of our noisy 
and w rangling generation.” 
Am erica will w ait m any years before it 
will possess his equal again.

And you who live in cities— 
w hat do yon know of the w omen to whom 
you entrust, w hat is of m uch more conse- 
q uer ce than your child's soul. her body, her 
inclinat on. her tem ptations, her teachings, 
her tendencies?

teachers? Do yon ever extend to them the 
faintest bit of recognition? Have you ever 
beleed t n e of them in the rugged path which 
circum stances compel lier to drudge in, day 
to and day out? And you taxpayers, w hat 
Item in the annual budget is it you first 
flgbt and c< ntest? Is it not the appropria­ 
tion for sc hools and tea hers, for buildings 
In which your children m aybe com fortable, 
for teachers to whom you en tru st the m ost 
■acred thing God has entrusted to you? 
W retched as is the condition of the ham let 
teacher, terrible as is the fate of the women 
teachers in your cities, they are but as a 
Corn l Tpon th e Undy P o litic , 
in comparison to the infam ies to which the 
teachers in this city are subjected.

salary so meagre th at nothing but absolute 
necessity w arrants its acceptance, they are 
now subjected to the narrow pinchings of 
ensnicious women. 
Commissioners who don’t hesitate to w el­ 
come anonym ous charges, who gleefully 
hire detectives and salaciously rub th eir 
hands over th e scandal told, and w ith 
brazen tongue sound the story through all 
th e channels of the public press, oh! it is 
infam y, and worse. 
But New York can show som ething quite 
as bad in .an o th er line. We have societies 
for the suppression of all sorts of vice. We 
have commissioners, good, pious, deaconish 
men, to whom nothing is so delightful as 
the hunting up of vice.

They scent 
the city for dirty pictures, they sneak and 
snoop around galleries, hoping to find some­ 
thing nude in art to which their sensitive 
eyes may lake objection, and then they 
take the picture. Why, it has got so th at 
policemen, pretending to be sick, virtually 
force the door of a saloon and beg as a 
favor a glass of liquor in order th at they 
m ay m ake an arrest for violation of the 
excise law. Any respectable justice w ould 
on the instant kick, w ith the toe of m erited 
castigation, th e scoundrel from his court, 
bu t it has got to be quite the correct thing 
to seduce a m an into the commission of 
crim e in order th at he may be detected and 
punished.

We have a society here for the 


P rotection of C hildren, 
the prevention of crime am ong children. 
Bless their hearts, nothing more beautiful 
can be im agined in the cerulean blue of 
absolute purity than a suggest'on th at the 
children of the m etropolis should be pro­ 
tected. 
There is a law among others 
enacted for the purpose of keeping little 
boys and girls away from dive* and fourth- 
rate shows, th a t no children under 12 years, 
I think it is, shall be perm itted to go un­ 
attended to the theatre, 
A cceding to the 
report of the day, on Monday night last a 
m arried lady took to Poole’s T heatre her 
young nephew and two girls, one of whom is 
h er sister and the other a niece, but before 
they were fairly settled down to the enjoy­ 
m ent of the play, two officers of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
m ade an uproar in the house by attem pting 
to carry off the girls to the society’s rooms.

A T E N T FOR C A M P IN G OUT. 


H ow B o y s Can M ake It T h em selves 
at Very I-lttle E xpense. 
[Philadelphia Time*.] 
Boys alw ays begin to th in k about cam p­ 
ing-out equipm ents as soon as spring fairly 
sets in. The m ost im portant thing to pro­ 
vide for such an expedition is a tent, and as 
it costs a good deal of money to have one 
m ade to order, perhaps the boys who intend 
to spend a few days in th e woods this sum ­ 
m er would like to .know how to m ake one 
them selves and at a trilling cost. 
Buy nine yards of good, stout yard-wide 
cotton cloth and cut into three strips of 
three yards each. 
Sew these strips to­ 
gether securely by overlappm g, aud you 
w ll then have a piece thrt e yards square. 
Make a solution of 12 ounces of lim e and 
five ounces of alum in three gallons of 
water, and soak the cotton in it for a day. 
Rinse it in warm rain w ater and stretch in 
the sun to dry. it will then be waterproof. 
Hav ng reached your camping-out place, 
cut two po es eight feet long, each with a 
fork at one end. S ilk the other ends in the 
ground about a foot and beat the earth well 
dawn to keep them firm ly in place. These 
poles should be about eight feet apart. Now 
cut another t ole about nine feet long and 
put it on top of the other tw o.resting in the 
forks. C ut two more poles lo feetlongeach 
for the sides of your fram e, resting one end 
of each pole on the cross pole and tim other 
end on the ground. Stretch tho canvas 
over the fram e and tack it to the poles, 
You can m ake the sides of your tent 
weather proof with the boughs of cedar and 
other trees. 
lh s is the sim plest and least expensive 
Cml you can have, and it will answer your 
purposes fully. The intern r of the tent. 
However, xvould bt- a little more roomy and 
com fortable if you w< m d put up a sec lid 
fram e in the rear sim ilar to that in front 
say two feet high, and stretch the canvas 
over th ai and thence to the ground. 
Select alo irig ground to put your ten t on. 
so th at if it rains the w ater will readily run 
off; and also d g a little ditch around the 
tent with an outlet leading down the in­ 
cline. As the front of the tent will be open 
—unless you choose to provide enough can­ 
vas to close it—you had better place it wi h 
tho trout towards the north or northw< st, 
for storms, if y u have any. w ill probably 
come from the soul It or south" est. 
The r a h hut we have described, for it is 
little else—will no doubt seem a flimsy shel­ 
ter to rin se v ho have never occupied one. 
but for perfect rest and the soundest of 
sound sleeping you will find it superior to 
the best room in your city house.

W ashington, May 29.—At 1.15 o’clock 
the Senate w ent into executive session, 
w ith open doors, and proceeded w ith the 
corisideiation of ihe fisheries treaty. Sena­ 
tor Morgan asked leave to m ake a motion, 
but Senate r Frye, who had the floor, de­ 
clined to give way’. T hen uj o d Mr. Mor­ 
gan gave notice th at upon the conclusion 
of Mr. Frye's rem arks he would move the 
postponem ent of the treaty u ntil December. 
Mr. Frye then addressed the Senate upon 
the treaty. The galleries were about half 
full of spectators. 
H e spoke of the change from closed doors 
to open as being an evolution from d ark ­ 
ness to light, and as being som ew hat dis­ 
turbing to him . as he had equipped him self 
for 
a discussion 
w ithin 
closed 
doors 
with senators who were fam iliar w ith 
the 
subject, 
whereas, 
now 
he 
sud- 
den'y 
found 
him self 
compelled 
to 
Invite 
lino 
his 
confidence ti0.0o0.000 
of A braham Lincoln’s plain people of the 
republic. He was aw are that he had ii adeno 
ad quale preparation for the occasion, and 
noth ng was left for him to do hut to throw 
him elf on tho indu getice of the Senate 
and of the pc pie, so as to blunt the sharp 
edge < f criticism. 
The question before the Senate was not a 
trilling one. It involved 
T h e B iu n ity a n d H onor 
of the great republic and the rights of citi­ 
zens. It could not he belittled by talk of 
localization, by charging th at it concerned 
only a New E ngland industry oi but little 
account; th a t Yankee fish m ien alone were 
in terested ; th a t the wrongs to bo righted 
were only upon the northeast. It could not 
be 
obscured by the President’s intim a­ 
tion 
th a t 
in 
the 
event 
of 
the 
failure of the treaty he 
would resort 
to th e law which Congress had passed, 
in such a way as should,put in jeopardy, 
and m ight destroy all tho business interests 
of the great North. It could not i o bc- 
littled by interviews furnished to the Bos­ 
ton Herald, nor by Jette: s w ritten to tho 
banquet ng party in New York. in which it 
was declared th at every m an who opposed 
the rati fica ion of the treaty was either 
controlled by personal prejudice, by parti­ 
sanship. or by profound ignorance, nor by 
adm inistration nailers nippantly and e rr­ 
ingly suggesting th ai it would be better to 
buy up the Yankee fisherm en aud liner 
fleet. 
The question before^ the 
.Senate 
was, 
should citizens of trio United States (fisher 
men. but still citizens) be protected against 
injustice and wrong and outrage, inn.cled 
by a neigh luring nation, em boldened to it 
oiiivbecau.se it rested under th o n g s o f a 
m ighty power beyond the sea*. Ho pro­ 
ceeded to pay a glowing tribute to the 
valor and patriotic services of "Yankee 
fisherm en” in the w ars of the revolution, of 
1812 and of the 
rebellion, and 
asked 
w hether such m en were entitled to be 
treated with contem pt. 
H e declared th a t this powerful republic 
had utterly neglected tho rish is of the 
fishermen. Great Britain had accorded us 
the right of fishing o u tlie Grand La' ks 
and other banks over which she had no 
more control than over the midocean. She 
never surrendered anything th a t was her 
own. 
Mr. Frye traced tho increase of the C ana­ 
dian fishing fleet and tho gradual decrease 
of our o a ii fishing trade down to nothing 
as the result of the r gilt of ent y of the 
Canadian fish tree of duty. and alluded to 
the successive doubling of the license tax 
upon American vessels as a further m eans 
ot crippling our commerce. 
He declared that the modus vivendi only 
secured to us upon the paym ent of $1.50 
per ton com m e.cial privileges which we 
were already fully entitled to, 
He said 
th at the Canad ans continued their out­ 
rages in season and out of season, and that 
the Congress of the United States was just 
on the point of passing a retaliatory law in 
res poi se to a petit « rr irom the fisherm en of 
New Fug a"u when diplomacy was again 
resorted to, resulting iii the treaty of I STI. 
We had just cm , rged from a terrible con­ 
flict. during * bien Great B ritain clearly’ 
desired th a t this country should be cut rn 
two in the m iddle. She wanted the South­ 
ern m arket, aud she had not the slightest 
hesitation in regard to the r gilt. 
She 
recognized belligerent rights on the part of 
the South end joined xx itll France in the 
at em pt to build up a m onarchy in Mexico 
and sent troops of w ar to Canada. He then 
referred to G rant's message to his peopie, 
saying to thorn 
Sem i Mo Y our B rils 
and I will collect them in tim e, and then 
negotiations for a treaty were hod. 
The 
Alabam a claim s were put into the treaty 
and other m atters were included, and the 
treaty was made. It stipulated th at if there 
was any balance due Canada for the priv­ 
ilege she had given us ol the right to fish we 
should 
pay it, 
and th at com m issioners 
should bo appointed to sea if anything was 
flue. 
We also g.ve them a free m arket for 
the fish. 
The commission war, appointed, and we 
had for our commissioner 
A W eak, Blit Mum. 
no more fit to cope w ith Sir JohnM acdonald 
or Sir Charles Tupper than Mr. Bayard is 
to cope w ith M. Joseph Cham berlain in 
diplomacy. 
Who appointed 
th at com m issioner?” 
queried Mr. Morgan. 
A Republican President, answered Mr. 
Frye- Tho um pire was Mr. Delfosso of Bri- 
giurn, practical y owned by C leat Britain, 
and G reat B ritain knew it when he was ai - 
p inted. 
The coirnni-x on nr, < -tigat* d rile 
m atter and found th a t we m ust pay (lr, at 
B ritain aud Canada $5,fine.OOO. We raid 
it, but after paying aud w ithin a very short 
tim e we asked G reat B ritain to allow 
us to abrogate th a t treaty. G reat Britain 
refused, though n e had paid for the whole 
12 years. She still had such a good bargain 
th a t she xvould not give it up. D uring the 
12 years xve rem itted in duties to Canada 
over $6,000,000. m aking $11,500,000 th at 
xve paid for th at attem pt at diplomacy. 
D uring the whole 12 years we captured in 
British w aters about $700,000 w orth of fish, 
and the capture cost us $1,200,000. During 
the last three years of the treaty there were 
not a dozen Am erican fishing vessels iii 
British waters. 
T inc fortunately rolled 
along and the day * ann* when notice could 
be gixeu to term inate this iniquity us treat, 
so lur as th,* fisheries were concerned. lie 
(Frye) had the In n er of introducing the 
resolution iii the Senate requesting the 
President to give the requisite tw o years' 
notice. It passed ihe Senate unanim ously; 
the President gave notice th a t in 1885 we 
had no treaty except the treaty of 1850. 
Now if xxe had taken a m anly course at 
th at m om ent; if this great republic w ith 
its immense resources and its 60.000,000 
of i>e pie. had sim ply stood on its rights, 
this thing would have ended. There would 
have been peace, and we would have Iud 
the rights xve were entitled to. Secretary 
Bayard bad an itching palm fordipl macy. 
and it delighted his very soul to be engaged 
in a dioh m alic correspondence 
He was 
profoundly ignorant of the fishery m atter, 
as 
could 
be 
proved 
w ithout 
the 
slightest 
difficulty, 
and 
he 
presum ed 
the secretary him self 
would adm it it. 
B ut there was a gentlem an h e re -S ir Lionel 
W est—who xx as not ignorant ot the m atter, 
aud he persuaded Secretary Bayard th at it 
would be six m onths before Congress m et;

tween the fisherm en of the United States
